he World of Commodore Amiga 
show, held in Pasadena, California, 
was the most upbeat Amiga show 
I'd ever attended. 

Here in the US, it seemed as if each 
Amiga show was just a little more depress- 
ing than the previous one. 

No more. This show set a new standard 
for excitement in the Amiga market - even 
the Comdex where they introduced the 
Amiga 500 and 2000 didn't generate this 
much excitement. Both Commodore and 
its third-party developers amazed the atten- 
dees with some truly exciting new 
products. 

Impressive 

Commodore unveiled the Amiga 4000 
to an excited public. The specifications 
don't match many of the rumours you've 
seen in the press over the past year, but 
they're quite impressive nevertheless. 

The A4000 is based around a 25MHz 
68O40 microprocessor, 2Mb ot chip RAM, 
4Mb of fast RAM, the Advanced Graphics 
Architecture chip set (formerly known as 
AA), lour Zorro III slots, three PC slots, a 
video slot, and a processor slot. 

The machine also sports a high-density 
(1 76Mb) floppy drive, two 3.5in drive bays 
(one internal) and one 5.25in bay tor a CD- 
ROM or tape backup drive. The 120Mb

hard dnve uses a 16-bit IDE, rather than 
SCSI, interface, which is quite a disappoint- 
ment, but Commodore promises a 32-bit 
Zorro III SCSI-2 card before Christmas. 

The system runs AmigaDOS 3.0, which 
is essentially AmigaDOS 2,1 with added 
support for the Advanced Graphics 
Architecture (AGA) and a lew added 
utilities. 

This is a dream 
Amiga. The AGA 
graphics chips are blaz- 
ingfy last, and sport a 
full 16 million colour 
palette. The available 
resolutions are the 
same as the ECS chips 
(up to 1280 x 512 PAL, 
phis overscan), but you 
can now use up to 256 
colours in any resolu- 
tion. 

Also, the new HAM8 
mode allows 262,000 colours on-screen at 
one time. This is effectively as good as true 
24-bit graphics, as there are fewer than 
262,000 pixels on-screen 
simultaneously. 

A Commodore employee 
demonstrated a HAMS ray- 
traced animation that updated 
at 60 frames per second in 640 
x 400 resolution! 

He stated that the A4000 
can handles 60 frame per sec- 
ond animation in any resolu- 
tion and colour depth - with 
AmigaDOS 3.0's new Intuition 
double-buffering, the A4000 
can swap up to 2000 frames 




per second, but no monitor 



could handle that kind of screen update 
speed. The AGA chip set includes Alice, 
which replaces Agnus and supports 2Mb of 
Chip RAM, and Lisa, which replaces Denise 
and provides the lull 24-bit palette. 

The graphics chips now have 32-bit 
access to Chip memory, but a special mode 
allows them to" do two fetches in a single 
cycle - effectively 
providing 64-bit 
access to Chip mem- 
ory! 

These chips aren't 
compatible with 
older Amigas, 
although I'm certain 
some enterprising 
third-party company 
will find a way to 
cram them into the 
500. 2000, and 
3000. 

You can add up 
to a total of 16Mb of Fast RAM on the 
motherboard using standard 32-bit SIMM 
modules. 

The new Workbench is amazing. Not 
only can you display 256 colours on your 
Workbench, but you can also use a 256- 
colour IFF picture as a backdrop. The 
Workbench does slow down a bit with that 
much colour resolution, but It's still faster 
than a 1 6-colour Workbench on an older 
Amiga. 

If you drop down to 64 colours, screen 
updating is as fast as a four-colour 
Workbench on a classic Amiga. The 
A4000's 68040 is on a plug-in card that 
goes in the machine's processor socket - 
there's no processor on the motherboard. 
This indicates that Commodore may bring

out a 68030 or even 68020 version simply 
by substituting a new processor card, and 
possibly reducing the number of slots 
and putting the motherboard in a slimttne 

case. 

This is reinforced by the fact that 
Commodore labels the front of the 
machine "A4000/040." 

Commodore's new Vice President of 
Engineering, Lou Eggebrecht, gave some 
vivid hints ol developments to come in the 
Amiga market during Saturday's keynote 
speech. 

Graphics chips 

All new Amigas Commodore designs will 
use the AGA graphics chips pr better. 
Commodore will be taking a two-tiered 
approach to development, working to 
create a hot new machine for the low end 
and continuing high-end development as 
well. 

The goal is lo reduce the basic consumer 
Amiga to two chips to reduce costs - 
A4000-!evel Amigas will be only four chips 
making up a total of over a million 
transistors. 

High level machines may support up lo 
Ik x lk graphics with true 24-bit colour. 
DSP sound will also appear In future 
machines. He also hinted of AmigaDOS 3.1, 
with network support, and AmigaDOS 4.0, 
which will support relargetable graphics. 

The company is using new development 
techniques that will allow them to design 
new generation chips in a matter of months 
instead of years. Eggebrecht really seems to 
have a handle on what both gamers 
and professionals want out of the Amiga, 
and future models should be very 
impressive. 



New Horizons introduced ProWrite 3.3. which displays 
256 colour graphics under AGA on the A4000. adds 
support (or SoftLoglk s HotLlnks standard, and sports 
a print preview window and new ARexx commands. 

CSA showed the new Derringer board, which will 
add a 25MHz 68030 to an A500 or A2000 for a retail 
price of only 5249.95 (£137)! 

It supports 1, 2. 4, or 8Mb of 32-bit Fast RAM and a 
50MHz 68881 or 68882 maths co processor - at extra 
cost, of course. Still, you can add the Derringer with 
2Mb of RAM to your A500 for just over S300 and get 
Amiga 3000-level performance! 

INOVAtronics showed CanDo 2.0, which Is now 
geared as a professional authoring system with tons of 
new commands, a much improved 200-page manual, 
and 68040 support. 

They also announced that they were opening a new 
office In Cologne. Germany to better serve European 
users. 

It was morphmania at the show. Black Belt Systems 
has made ImageMaster s morphing (aster and much 
easier to use. GVP just started shipping ClneMorph, an 
impressive standalone version of the morphing mod-

ule Irom their imageFX (nee Mirage) program. 

And ASDG were previewing their MorphPlus soft- 
ware. If you need to change a photo of your house cat 
into your Aunt Hazel, you'll have plenty of choices. 

DMI displayed Digital EditMaster, a real time JPEG 
compression decompression board for the A2000 and 
A3000. This 52.495 program brings the capabilities of 
5100,000 editing equipment to the Amiga, with real- 
time 30 frame per second video capture.

Brilliance, a new paint program that works on both 
classic Amigas and the Amiga 4000. 

Not only does it have all the capabilities of Deluxe

guage, it's much faster than DPaint, especially In 
HAM. 

It would take pages to list all the Impressive lea 
lures, which include multiple levels ol undo and redo, 
multiple brushes and anim brush, Incredible gradient 
mode support, tweening, morphing, and Bezier 
curves. 

This 5249 program will ship before Christmas

Comms 




Communications is a con- 
tusing place for the new- 
comer. It seems to have 
more jargon attached than any 
other area of the Amiga except 
programming, yet when It comes 
down to It, it really Isn't that 
complicated. 

To access the online world you 
need several items. First o( all, a 
computer - In this case the Amiga. 
Secondly you need some terminal 
software, the best of which is 
described below. Thirdly you need 
a modem, the types of which we 
won't go into now - they need an 
article In themselves. 

Next you need somewhere to 
call. This can be anything from a 
local bulletin board system (BBS) 
to a full-blown commercial offer- 
ing like CIX or Compuserve. Many 
BBSs are members of the Fidonet 
system which allows messages 
and files to be passed all round 
the world, via a local board, for 
the cost of a local call, 

Phone bills 

Commercial boards also cost 
you the price of a call, but 
depending where they are situ- 
ated may mean long distance 
phone bills, and In addition will 
normally incur anything up to £10 
per hour on top simply for dialling 
In. 

On these pages you'll find four 
boards which should be at a 
medium call rale for most readers, 
together with a list of more scat- 
tered boards, at least one of 
which should be fairly local to 
you. 

The four featured boards are 
fairly typical of the middle-of-the- 
road range In the facilities they 
offer, and all are free to casual 
callers. 



Terminal 
software 

Ncomm 

Probably the most popular software avail- 
able, Ncomm finally went shareware in v2.0 
last year. Don't be pul off by Ihe 2.0 tag it 
you are a WB1 .3 user though - it still works. 

Ncomm's popularity is probably as much 
due to its ability to handle scripts as any- 
thing else. These allow short lexl programs 
to be written to hop on and oil bulletin 
boards without having to do anything other 
than type "execute abc", 

Version 2.0 suffers in this respect as it has 
shareware plea requesters popping up now 
and again while in operation. For Ihis rea- 
son alone, many users have refused lo 
upgrade to the latest version. 



is where the power of this terminal pro- 
gram lies, as it is here that each individual 
BBS number can have a tailor-made set of 
options set. 

Instead ol scripts, Term allows the use 
ol ARexx interfacing, as well as a variety 
ol time and energy saving options. 

For instance, one option allows CLI 
commands lo be entered when running 
the program (very handy if you suddenly 
realise you need to formal a disk in an 
emergency). 

The documentation isn't the greatest 
in the world, but does tell you what you 
need to know initially. Alter that it's a 
matter ol asking around on Ihe networks 
lo discover your optimum settings.

This has to be my favourite board, if for 
no other reason than it's Ihe one I "point" 
off. 

Aspects has little in the way ol frills and 
fancies, but concentrates instead on giv- 
ing the user a wide range ol messaging 
facilities, and oodles of liles to choose 
from. 

Also supported are several offline read- 
ers (OLRs) which allow users lo colled all 
the messages they want lo read, down- 
load them in a balch, reply offline, then 
upload those replies. 

The board has two telephone lines, one 
lor general users and another lor those 
who have sent the sysop a small dunaiton. 
This donalion (at £10 per annum) allows 
full use ol a fast modem at the BBS end. 

N on -subscribers are limited to use of 
the subscriber's line al peak BT rate peri- 
ods only, when the board isn't too busy. 

Dave Gorski is also the moderator of 
the Amiga. UK echo which means he has 
to keep a close eye on what is being said, 
and ensure lhal messages remain on lopic 
in the echo.

One thing to remember when 
calling bulletin boards Is that they 
are run on an amateur basis. 

The sysops (system operators) 
pay from their own pockets to 
update their equipment, meet 
phone bills and so on, so many of 
them ask for a contribution from 
regular users. 

This Is usually as little as £10 
per year, which isn't a lot for you 
to pay out for the time, trouble 
and expenses Incurred by the per- 
son providing a service to you. 

It's rather like shareware - If 
you find the service useful, pay up 
lor the sake of your conscience If 
nothing else. 



Jrcomm 

There are two problems with Jrcomm. 
The first is the lack of a script language, and 
the second that it is really long in the tooth 
now. 

Having said that, there are limes when 
it's worth having in your collection, both lor 
emergencies and for the odds and sods ol 
jobs that Ncomm and Term m»ghi not be 
able to handle. 

For instance, when a Iriend was trying lo 
show me round Compuserve some months 
ago, Ncomm simply couldn't handle the 
connection, and (rcomm was press-ganged 
out ol retirement to save the day. 

However, on the whole I would not use it 
for everyday use. It's workable, but the 
other options are now far better and easier 
to use. 

Term 2.2b 

Usable with WB2 only, Term has much 
to offer in terms ol flexibility over Ncomm 
and |rcomm. In return, it is much more 
complex to set up. The Phone Book setup 
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There is a mass of exciting information from 
all around the globe just waiting to be 
tapped into. Pat Winstanley provides a

It is presented In the n,s,e,w style ot 
the standard text adventure, but 'rom a 
brief look it seems fairly random rather 
than logical. 

One of the strengths of this board is 
the file areas. Workbench 2 alone has hun- 
dreds of files available, and Tony is always 
on the lookout for more. 

All the file areas I've seen have been 
well laid out with informative notes 
attached to the filenames. 

Tony is also happy to support points 
from his system, which is a big plus when 
you get the bug and really can't afford to 
read and reply to acres of messages 
online.

5p, users can have unlimited time on local 
calls. Personally I feel this ought to be 
stopped - it just isn't lair to the rest of us! 

However, |on has certainly taken 
advantage of the possibilities, and oilers 
lots of online games as well as plenty of 
local and national message areas. In addi- 
tion he regularly runs special events like 
quizzes and other competitions. 

One nice touch on the board is ani- 
mated displays. For instance one of the 
game menus runs down the left of the 
screen, while on (he right there is an 
automated game of Space Invaders in 
progress. 

Worth a call even if you are outside the 
local area, but be warned - the board is 
vast and you'll need a few calls to explore 
it properly.

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Comms jargon 



ZMODEM: This Is a communications protocol which controls the method by 
whkh data is transferred between yoor modem and the remote modem. 

Currently this is the most commonly used, so il your host - the BBS you call - oilers 
this option you would be as well to use it. 

Data is sent in blocks and if an error is detected due lo a noisy line, or a bad block 
length check, transmission o! that block will halt and the block will be sent again. 

There is also usually an option to resume transfer. This is handy if the line gets so 
bad that no more data can be sent. Data you have already received is held, and when 
you redial on a (hopefully) better line. Instead ol downloading the whole file again, 
Z modem ensures that you resume from where you stopped. 

Beware though if you download to RAM, as resetting your machine will lose the data 
you have already received unless you save it to floppy or hard disk first! 



FLOW CONTROL: Sometimes ft is useful for the connection rate between your 
Amiga and modem lo be different from that between your modem and the remote 
modem. Th»s is called flow control. 

It Is intended lo ensure your computer and modem don't lose bits of data between 
them. The most common is controlled by the hardware and is called ITS/OS and 
■here is also a software controlled one called XON/XOFF. 

These are set up using both the Amiga preferences and your terminal software sel- 
lings, and bolh modem and computer must agree on the settings used. 



BAUD RATE: This refers lo the numbers you'll see bandied about like 2.400. 9,600 
and so on. Basically if you connect two modems at 2.400. the maximum cps (characters 
per second) whkh can be transmitted is 240. 

Similarly a 9.600 connection will give a maximum of 960 cps. This is only the maxi 
mum though, and if your telephone connection suffers from crackles and hisses the 
transmission rate may drop tremendously, 

Another point lo remember is that if your modem is faster than the one at the 
other end. you will only be able lo receive data at the rale the cither end can transmit 
It 



MNP: This stands for Microcom Networking Protocol. If that leaves you cold, don't 
worry. The various MNP standards are methods of noise suppression and data 
compression. 

For instance, if you have a noisy line, data may be lost during transmission. Using 
error correction, the effect of the noise is suppressed. Data is transmitted in blocks, 
with a checksum included. If the received checksum and data block don't match the 
data will be re-senl until they do. 

Data compression on the other hand attempis to squash the data being transmitted 
In order lo shorten transmission time. This works well with files which haven't been 
compressed already, but the result is virtually unnotlceable on pre-compressed files. 



FIDONET: Throughout the world (here are bulletin board whkh collect messages 
from their local users, then use the Fidonet system lo pass those messages to their des- 
tination at olher BBSs. Every night - and sometimes at other times too - each Fidonet 
BBS receives a packet of messages from the board behind it In the chain, stores them 
for its own users, adds on messages Irom its own users then wails for the BBS ahead of 
ft In the chain to call and colled the resulting package. 



ECHOES: Messages from BBS users are placed in different "files ", each called an 
echo. Each echo deals with a particular subject so BBS users don't have lo wade 
through oceans of messages of no Interest to them to find what they do want. 

There are at least a dozen or so Amiga specific echoes which travel around either UK 
only BBSs or all round the world. You can compare notes with BBS users in Canada. 
Australia, or anywhere else in the world, all for the price of a local call. 

These echoes are public, in olher words anyone anywhere can read them, and usu- 
ally write messages in them loo. For private communication there is another system 
called Netmall. 



NETMAIL: If you want to send a message to a particular person, whkh you don't 
want others to read, you need to use Netmail. Most BBS sysops will happily allow the 
transmission of Netmail, although some ask for a fee lo do so, and some won't handle 
it at all. 

Use Netmail when what you have lo say is either confidential, or simply of little or 
no interest lo other users of the echo. It is extremely annoying to spend time online 
reading an exchange between two people who are chatting about which of their local 
pubs lo meet up In next week

Click on OK, then mark out the handle 
by clicking once for each point on its out- 
line. Remember that unlike the Lathe tool, 
Extrude works fine with closed shapes, so 
mark out a broad C shape, and double 
click as usual to finish. 

Now that the teapot is finished, go to 
the Preferences menu, and choose 
Viewmode/Flat to see the object in solid 
form. Now click on the palette edit icon 
and mess about until you find a colour 
which suits your taste in teapots.

On slower machines, the process can 
take quite a while, but on larger machines 
a minute or so should see the teapot in 
glorious HAM. 

As Model4D is written In compiled 
Bask, its maths routines could be speeded 
up somewhat, but then rl you register as a 
shareware user, you will receive all future 
updates direct Irom the author, so what 
are you waiting for? 

Full instructions on the program's 
many other features can be found in the 
on-disk user manual. Have a ball (or 
should I say a Courad-shaded sphere?).

ImageLab is a shareware program 
designed to enable users to transform 
their IFF images using a wide range of 
image manipulation and processing tea- 
lures. The results, though not perhaps of 
ADPro standards, can be impressive. 

The program works either overlaid on 
the Workbench screen or in a full screen of 
its own, and all operations are carried out 
from either the drop-down menus or 
through keyboard short-culs. 

This can be a little confusing at first, 
because the default is a half screen with 
menus available from either Ihe ImageLab 
window or the image screen, but you get 
used to It 

Using ImageLab, it is possible to carry 
out the usual cut and paste graphics edit- 
ing processes found in most paint pack- 
ages, but there are many other functions, 
some of which can produce exotic results. 

Flip, invert, and rescale are present as 
usual, but the ability to pixelise, convert lo 
greyscale, sharpen, and smooth an image 
will be new to most, and the more way 
out functions such as Fast Fourier 
Transformalions and the various filters will 
be a complete mystery. 

Luckily, Ihe author's excellent on -disk 
documentation contains a complete run- 
down of all ihe program's functions. 
Using this, and a suitable IFF image (there 
wasn't space on the disk lo supply one, 
I'm afraid) the experimenlative user can 
employ ImageLab either as a workhorse 
image processor or as an excellent educa- 
tional tool to demonstrate the various 
image techniques which are available, 
how they work, and Iheir effects. 



Shareware (Canon Utils 
needs you!

On the down side, it Is not possible to 
lay out the magazine on Amigas, even 
using the latest Amiga DTP packages. The 
Europress group is a large and flexible 
organisation producing a variety of mag- 
azines, most of which are not Amiga 
titles, ond as a result it would be wasteful 
of resources to train specific art editors in 
the use of specific machines. 

As for your second question, large PC- 
based software houses tend not to port 
software over to the Amiga because the 
Amiga market is too small to justify the 
investment. 

This doesn't just affect Amiga owners, 
however. Quark Xpress is only now 
appearing in its PC version, despite hav- 
ing been the undisputed king of the Mac 
DTP packages for some years. 

Commodore have already begun to 
scale down A2000 production, and as far 
as Britain is concerned at least, they hove 



stopped altogether The A2000 will not 
suffer as much as the ASOO from the 
advent of new machines, though, as the 
new Amigas will almost certainty support 
the Zorro expansion slot standard. 

With continued support Irom 
Commodore for Zorro as the industry 
standard expansion slot, manufacturers 
are sure to continue releaitng products for 
the At 500/2000.

expected that something or other would go wrong with my com- 
puter sooner or later, despile the care and attention I have 
given rt. 

Basically, my inlemal drive has packed in. I know it's repairable, 
out it's the way in which it died which is most annoying. 

I recently purchased a game, and on loading I noticed that my 
onve was making a considerable amount ol clicking, whirring, and 
gnnding. From my experience, I understand lhat all ihis is due to 
the amount of copy protection placed on disks these days, forcing 
the dnve head to read unusual pans ot the disk. 

The software did in fact work, but afterwards none o' my 
AmigaDOS disks would work. Even Workbench reported 
read/write errors. 

I have tried re-alignmg ihe drive and cleaning it, but through 
using a disk sector editor I have deduced that DFO: still refuses to 
read tracks 78 and 79, which renders most software useless. I can 
only assume that Ihe ridiculous amount ol copy protection on the 
game disk has destroyed my drive. 

Fair enough, five years is a long time for a drive to linger on, 
out surely copy protection doesn't have to be so intense. Pirates 
will always find a way around on-disk protection, so why can'l 



software companies think ol the 
heallh ol the disk drive as well?

Not a single software house has come clean and admitted that 
heavy on-disk protection can be detrimental to the health of 
Amiga floppies, despite the fact that many users have for some 
time suspected this as a cause ol the inordinately high occurrence 
ot internal drive fatalities within the first year or so of an Amiga's 
life. 

Your own internal drive was overdue for replacement when the 
game in question was used, so it could be a case ol the last straw 
and the camel's back, but there is mounting evidence to suggest 
that on-disk protection is killing drives like a plague in the height 
of summer. 

What can you do about it? Not a lot, I'm afraid. Until the soft 
ware industry, perhaps as represented by ELSPA. decides to exam 
ine this issue, software houses will continue to be driven by 
economical considerations and will continue to release gomes 
designed to be as difficult to copy as possible. 

If this means they damage disk drives, the punter will always 
blame the game's manufacturer, but remember the pirates who 
also lie at the root of the problem.

Commodore have just con- 
firmed the A600 price drop, and the 
machine will now retail at £299 without 
hard drive. 

The company continues to make no 
excuse for the tact that the A6QO is a 
-closed architecture" Amiga. As far as 
Commodore is concerned, the A600 is 
meant to be expanded from the outside 
and the outside only. 

For the foreseeable future, this means 
we're all pinning our hopes on the PCM- 
CIA smart cord slot. With Its industry 
standard architecture offering, in elec- 
tronic terms, virtually everything a DMA 
part can do, it should slowly attract a 
growing number of peripherals. 



A2000 blues 

I'd like to point out to the many A500 
owners who've expressed their disap- 
pointment with the release of the A600 
that they really have nothing to worry 
about. At least, not in comparison with 
owners of the Al 500/2000. There is a 



huge A500 user base, and as you have 
been quick to point out, third-party 
developers will surely continue to sup- 
port the machine for some time. 

We Al 500/2000 owners form a 
much smaller group, and it is by no 
means certain that we will continue to 
enjoy such lasting support. 

Many A500 
peripherals have taken 
ages to appear on the 
A2000, and there are currently no 
plans to release the CD-ROM drive for 
my machine. Peripherals are already 
appearing on the A500 and selling 
cheaper than their A2000 equivalents, 
despite having their own cases and 
PSUs. 

With the arrival of the new mid- 
range Amigas imminent, we have very 
little to look lorward to. It is extremely 
unlikely that the new chip set will be 
usable on the A1500, even though 
Commodore could issue it as a slot in 
expansion card. 

The only consolation we have is that 
the rumoured replacement will be in a 
case so thin that it will only have room 
lor two Zorro slots. 

Have you noticed how many firms 
which advertise In Amiga magazines 
have started to advertise PCs alongside 
their Amigas? Surely they wouldn't go 
to such expense if there wasn't a real 
and significant demand from Amiga 
owners going over to the PC in disgust 
at the continued antics of Commodore?

You say thot there is a small user base 
for the more serious Amigas, yet the 
number of peripherals which can only be 
used in AIS00/2000 machines increases 
all the time, and the development of 
serious software more suited to an accel- 
erated A2000 continues apace. 

This doesn't indicate to me the death 
of the A1SOO/2000. In addition, the new 
mid-range machines ore bound to be 
priced beyond the pockets of the average 
AS00 owner, which means that the num- 
ber of new Amigas in the market is 
unlikely to outstrip the number of 
A1500/2000s for quite some time. 

For these reasons, I'd be very surprised 
If the existing Amiga workhorse didn't 
continue to enjoy a healthy existence for 
al least a few years. 

As for certain companies becoming so 
desperate for sales that they advertise 
PCs to an Amiga audience, I've not seen 
one of the ads In question, but wouldn t 
be surprised if the habit spreads. 

PC price cuts make what Is really a 
computing dinosaur with go-faster bits 
added seem an attractive proposition, 
but how many Amiga owners faced with 
enormously expensive software, incom- 
patibility problems, and the basic primi- 
th/eness of the PC would go over after a 
long hard think? Not many. 



I have been an Amiga user for a 
number of years now, mainly in the 
wordprocessing department. After 
buying the memory hungry 
Wordworth wordprocessor, I 
decided to expand my computer's 
memory to 2Mb with the Power 
Computing 1Mb trapdoor card with 
the connector for existing 
expansions. 

Scraping together the cash, I sent 
off a cheque, and 36 hours later my 
board arrived. Great! Some memory 
at last, I think. However, things did 
not go to plan, as the connector to 
my 512k board didn't quite fit, and 
when it did it wouldn't recognise my 
battery backed up clock. 

A call to Power Computing's tech- 
nical helpline advised me to check 
my original board, and If all else 
failed to ring back. On ringing back, I 
was advised to return the 1Mb card 
for a replacement. This has arrived 
and is working perfectly in just over 
one week from my original order 
being posted. 

Can I just say well done and thank 
you to Power Computing? Why can't 
all other companies provide the 
same speedy service?

Graphics 



Painting programs are line lor cre- 
ating graphics lor games, presen- 
tations, slide shows and anylhing 
else lhat is going to be displayed on the 
screen, but if your ultimate aim is to print a 
graphic then you'll probably already know 
that these so-called bitmapped graphics 
tend to look quite bad on paper because 
ot the low resolution at which they are cre- 
ated. 

Sometimes reducing the scale can 
enhance the printed appearance ol a 
bitmapped graphic, but reducing the 
scale, ol course, reduces the size. 

A better way to create graphics that are 
to be pnnted - fof Inclusion In a desktop 
published document, for example, or per- 
haps a technical drawing - is to use a 
structured drawing package. Structured, 01 



It's possible to print out your carefully 
designed graphics without them becoming 
blotchy images of their former glorious selves.

vector, drawings have an advantage over 
bitmapped graphics in that the lines and 
shapes that comprise the graphic are held 
in memory as a series of mathematical 
equations. 

This means that mathematical opera- 
tions can be performed upon them to 
achieve all sorts ol spe- 
cial effects, including 
making them bigger and 
smaller, and it also 
means that they can be 
printed at your printers' 
highest resolution capa- 
ble of the printer con- 
nected to the computer 
is capable of.

can be achieved with structured drawings 
on the cover ol Issue 51 (August) ol Amiga 
Computing, That graphic ol the scales is a 
structured drawing. 

If you turn to page 22/23 ol that issue 
you'll see the graphic again, but this time 
much reduced. Notice that in both pic- 
tures all the curves remain smooth. The 
graphic is used yet again, in silhouette 
form, in the "Our Choice" panels. 

The same graphic, three different sizes, 
all with smooth curves. You can't do that 
with bitmapped graphic. 

Nondescript 

One way of creating structured draw- 
ings is a little like modelling clay, where 
you start with a nondescript lump and 
mould it into a recognisable object by 
kneading and shaving it, adding more clay 
here and there where required. 

You can do a similar thing with any 
structured shape. A rectangle, for example, 
does not need to remain a rectangle - 
once you have created it you can pull it 
about and work on it until it looks like 
something else. 

All Control points at lour corners can 
be moved to ciunge its shape, and it you 
decide you want a kink In one side then a 
control point can be added between two 
others, which can then itself be moved 
around. 

Curved lines are defined by four control 
.points - two anchor points at either end 
the curve, and two in-between which 
attract the line between the anchors like 
magnets, and so pull it into a curve. 
Again, these control points can all 
be moved in order to mould the

Stroke fonts are simple.

six of these are provided - Simple, Serif. 
Sans. Cyrillic, Creek and English. 

Two outline fonts are provided - Roman 
and Sans - and these are more like the 
Compugraphic or Adobe fonts you would 
use tor desktop publishing. But they are In 
ProVector's own format; the program can- 
not use Compugraphic fonts, although an 
additional PSlmport module can be 
bought which can convert Adobe Type 1 
fonts to the format ProVector uses. 

Baseline 

Text can be filled, outlined, scaled and 
rotated at will, plus there is the facility to 
force the baseline of the text to lollow the 
curves of a selected object. 

Any text editing is done In a small 
one-line string gadget rather than directly 
onto the screen, so multiple lines of text 
can only be achieved by typing and posi- 
tioning each line one at a time. 

There is no text import facility, but all 
text remains editable even after it has been 
placed on the page. Text can be turned 
into objects if you want, allowing you to 
alter the shapes of individual characters. 

ProVector supports ARexx, and a few 
macros are supplied that add to the pro- 
gram's power by doing more complicated 
jobs automatically by using several built-in 
tools, 

The ARexx macros can be placed In a

special User pull-down menu, and already 
in there you'll find some functions that do 
lobs as simple as centring an object lo as 
complex as performing a gradient fill. 

Often parameters will be needed to per- 
form a function - for instance, the gradient 
fill needs to know the start and end colours 
- and these are elicited from you by means 
of a simple requester. 

You don't get any help with these 
macros - although the manual describes 
all of ProVector's ARexx commands fully, 
there is no documentation as lo how these 
ready-to-use macros work, so you have to 
find out by trial and error. 

No doubt some powerful features 
indeed could be added to ProVector by 
means of ARexx macros - but to be able to 
write them you have to know ProVector 
intimately, and how to program in ARexx 
of course. 

ProVector can output the page - or any 
part of the page - lo any Preferences 
printer, lo HPCL plotters, as an IFF-ILBM 
file (with dithered colours if required), and 
as PostScript or Encapsulated PostScript to 
SER:, PAR: or disk, with an option to relate 
by 90 degrees. 



Importing 



Probably ProVector's best feature comes 
with the additional PSlmport module, 
which allows you lo import and fully edit 
Encapsulated PostScript (EPS) files, which is 
in effect the industry standard for desktop 
publishing clip art, plus it gives you the 
ability to convert Adobe Type 1 fonts to 



ProVector's font format. PSlmport has a 
few limitations because the OR2D standard 
has not yet caught up with the EPS stan- 
dard, the most important of them being 
that PostScript clipping paths are not sup- 
ported, which means that patterned fills in 
EPS files may spill out into the mam draw- 
ing unless you specify No Patterns when 
importing. Stylus Is improving DR2D to 
support clipping paths. 

The other major drawback is with 
the font conversion, which doesn't 
support hinting or kerning, 
although this can be worked 
around by kerning by hand and 
by using the extra Fast Floating 
Point version of ProVeclor for 
printing graphics that includes 
text in small point sizes. 

As well as this FFP version, 
an optimised 680x0 version Is 
provided for Amiga 3000 
users or anyone who owns 
an accelerator board.

Probably the most fascinating ot these 
extras is the Distortion tool, which lets you 
pull the hell out ol any object or group.

Any start and end 
colour can be specified, plus the number 
of steps there should be between the two, 
up to 2000.

Graphs and charts are an inevitable part of all decent 
business preseniations these days, and no self-respect- 
ing business person would be without the odd pie 
chart or sales graph when attempting to make an 
impression on a new client or the boss. 

Office Graph is a fairly simple program, but capable 
ol providing the goods, especially when used in con- 
junction with Page and a PostScript laser printer. 

All graphs and charts can be saved in ProDraw clip 
format for Import to Page, and the combination of 
structured art and a decent printer makes making an 
mpression a certainty. Ten different charts and graphs

are on offer, Including scatter graphs, pie charts, and 
3D variations to ensure that documents won't look 
tired or too similar. 

Each new chart is user tweakable through control of 
colours, patterns, and fonts used for the various head- 
ings and sub-headings. 

In Addition, pie charts can be exploded, legends can 
be enabled or disabled, footers can be added, and 
almost every other main feature, including axes and 
grids, can be toggled on or off. The program also 
accepts data ranges saved directly from Calc. 

Flexible and useful with little fuss. Office Graph is a 



solid program which, though incapable of standing on 
its own as a single package, fits neatly Into GD02 and 
adds a little touch of its own to the whole.

Write and Spell 



Office Write has been improved somewhat since Us first appearance, bul II 
remains an old-fashioned and outdated wordprocessor which, If R didn't appear 
in an office bundle, would sink without trace. 

As an element of CD02, however. Write is paradoxically the most useful, as 
fttM about every other element will either holllnk to It directly or can use Us 

° U A rattier basic wordprocessor which struggles to avoid the damning label "text 
editor" thus becomes an essential and integral part of the CD02 package. 
' Editing options include the usual cut and paste, find, replace, and word count, 
with the addition of the little seen case convert and join/split lines. 

Documents can be merged together and a spell check is available when Office 
Spell Is running in the background. There b also a facility for aulomalic .ndex 
generation, a surprisingly powerful feature given Write s basic format 



by five packages in one will certainly sell 
CD02 to some, but al around £90 it is 
close to the full cost of buying one high 
quality package. 

Users who need just one facility might 
be tempted to go for GD02 and gel the 
other lour free, but those who make a 
careful choice could well decide that the 
individual element they are interested in 
isn't strong enough to justify the pur- 



chase. This leaves the small business mar- 
ket and the home user who needs at least 
two or more of the applications offered by 
CD02. 

For these Amiga owners, the only pack- 
age presently to compete in terms of price 
and features with the Cold Disk offering is 
Mini Office Amiga, reviewed In a recent 
issue of Amiga Computing. 

Which one wins out in the consumer's 
mind will be decided in some cases by the

toss of a coin and in others by the points 
each package stresses, 

CD02 has gone for a very Workbench 
2.0x look and feel whereas Mini Office is 
much more colourful and visually ori- 
ented. The lormer has PostScnpt support 
through the Page layout utility, and the 
latter has a much better wordprocessor. 

Neither trounces the other in anything 
approaching a comprehensive fashion. 

So is CD02 worth the money? The 
answer is a qualified yes. A viable alterna- 
tive course of action which I for one 
would be tempted to follow is the share- 
ware/commercial combination. 

At £75, a copy of ProWrite 3.2 (or 
Wordworth with some careful shopping 
around) is a sound wordprocessor start, 
easily augmented by one of the superb 
shareware database and spreadsheet pro- 
grams on the market. 

With PostScript support, such wordpro- 
cessors negate the need lor a simple page 
layout tool unless the user has definite 
DTP requirements. 

Level terms 

The quality of the better shareware pro- 
ductivity packages is such that they com- 
pete on near level terms with the 
individual GD02 elements, and with those 
of Its competitor, Mint Office Amiga. 

Possibly the only ace left up the sleeve 
of the bundle packages is then the inte- 
gration facility, whereby data from a 
spreadsheet can be fed into the graphs 
program and so on. 

If an integrated environment, whose 
virtues should not be underestimated, is 
appealing enough to a large number of 
potential users. CD02 will win the day 
with its high level of inter-program data 
exchange and its direct hotlinks. 

If not, the commercial and shareware 
alternatives will surely form a well-trodden 
path for the productivity- 
minded Amiga owner.

The File database program supplied with CD02 is one of the 
weaker elements of the package as it offers little more than some 

shareware programs. 

It does, however, work well within the integrated envirunment 
and is a useful tool in any office. 

There is a disappoinUng lack of direct mail merge generation 
for use with Write, but apart from this and the lack of password 
protection, File does the job. Its most annoying feature is the 
clumsy approach to searches. 

These have to be accomplished through the use of fillers 



which, though flexible and an essential aid lo database manage- 
ment, are a little slow for the user who needs to find one phone 
number or a company name from a list of hundreds. Prodata's 
fast find option will search through an entire database unlil it 
linds the data asked for, and its handiness in such situations can't 
be matched by filters. 

Beyond these niggles. File has easy lo use form and report cre- 
ation, some advanced features such as the formula and calculate 
across fields option, and its support for ARexx - although not 
DBase IV - makes it one of the most useful elements of GD02.

are easily fooled. The A530 is a logical, 
sensible, realistic step forward in ASOO 
peripherals development, but it is also one 
of the most exciting products to pop out 
of the oven in the past year. 

With a combination of powerful fea- 
tures and a pnce point sent from heaven, 
the unit makes a very pressing case for the 
accolade of best punter product ever. 

Installation, which is a matter of plug- 
ging in the drive's power pack and slot- 



ting the A530 into the A5O0/A500 Plus 
DMA slot, lakes minutes, after which the 
humble low end user suddenly has a 
machine which literally blows away an 
A3000 and in some areas comes within an 
appreciable distance of 68040-based sys- 
tems. 

When first booted fhe hard drive, be it 
the S2Mb or 120Mb configuration, goes 
into its own Workbench installation proce- 
dure in which it simply asks a question 



about the version of Kickstart being used. 

It then automatically installs either 
Workbench 1.3 or 2.05 ready for auto- 
booting without Ihe user ever having to 
use the Fastprep software. This is plug In 
and go at its best. 

Again, the deceptively simple nature of 
the software, the extreme ease-of-use, 
and the no-hassle setup might lure users 
into a lalse feeling that nothing much has 
happened other than the addition of a 
hard drive.

Memory options 




The RAM modules supplied with the 
AS30 are SIMMs (surface in-line memory 
modules), comprising of eight memory 
chips on a tiny circuit board. 

The SIMMs are fitted into slots in the 
A530 and are a much neater and easier 
method of upgrading RAM than the old 
fashioned method of bunging chip alter 
chip Into chip sockets. One SIMM con- 
taining 1 Mb RAM is fitted as standard. 

The RAM itselt is of the 32-bit 60ns 
type, which means that each memory 
byte can handle numbers up to 32 tuts 
wide, essential tor use with the 32-bit 
68EC030 chip 60ns simply refers to the 
speed of the chips. 

The typical AS00 SI 2k RAM expan- 
sion will be fitted with 120ns chips - far 
too slow for effective use of the faster 
chips. When slow RAM is used with a fast 



processor, the CPU will olten have to 
wait for the contents ol RAM to catch up 
with what it is doing, leading to "wait 
states*. 

Chips rated to at least BOns are 
required for the ideal state in which the 
processor never needs to hang around, a 
condition known as 'zero wait slates". 

As the A530 has 60ns chips, any 
memory intensive operation will be 
slightly faster than if the more widely 
used 80ns chips were fitted. 

The use ol 60ns - and sometimes 
40ns on 68040s - SIMMs means that 
users are always best oft using official 
CVP RAM upgrades rather than shop 
around for cheaper - and slower - alter- 
natives. Mixing an 80ns 1Mb SIMM with 
the existing 60ns SIMM would undoubt- 
edly cause problems.

The AS30 contains fafl about everything the power user would want It has a quick hard 
drive a 40MH/ 68EC030, and space for up to 8Mb RAM With this little tot up and kicking, 
the average h-gh-end application begins to look easy, but there » an Aches' heel. 

The Turbo button sitting prettily on the top casmg performs the v.tal function ot drop 
pmg the Amiga back down into 68000 mode. It is a vital lunction because a lot of software, 
arcade games m particular, refuse to work with the 68030. 

However when the Turbo switch is .n the off position, the hard drive and extra memory 
are also disabled, as all three communicate through the same 32-bit bus from the same 
compact motherboard. This a an inevitable consequence ol the A530 design rather than a 
design fault on the part of the CVP engineers. 

The 16-bit 68000 cannot utilise 32-bit RAM, and as the AS30's hard dnve is dnven 
through a 32-bit bus from the 68030, H too drops dead at a Rick of the switch 

Unavoidable, yes, but something which any prospective buyer should bear in mtnd as 
the non-appearance ol RAM and hard dnve in 68000 mode coupled with the disappear 
ance ot the DMA port mean that the user can have either a hard dnve-based 68030 system 
floppy-based low memory 68000 system, with nothing in-between.

point the A530 is locked out and the 
Amiga reverti to its mewling domestic pet 
mode. 

A turbo switch in Ihe upper casing simi- 
lar to the game switch on the Impact hard 
drives can be used to jump between 
68030 and 68000 modes. 

Re-booting is required every time the 
switch is used, but the facility is still hand- 
ier than the usual software switches used 
by internally fitted accelerator cards. 

Co-processor 

In terms of expansion, the A530 is capa- 
ble ol growing in size in all directions. A 
68882 maths co-processor can be fitted 
when the unit Is purchased or can be 
added at a later date by the user who isn't 
scared of opening the casing and invalidat- 
ing the warranty, RAM can be expanded to 
8Mb, and an extra hard drive can be 
attached via the SCSI through-port at the 
rear 

The expansive or ambitious user should 
therefore have enough leeway to guarantee 
the AS30's longevity as a useful penpheral. 

There is no DMA through-port, but with 
the expansion on offer from within the 
existing casing, this is not a particularly 
important omission. 

Take the A530's price, its instant power, 
and its ludicrously simple installation proce- 
dure, then combine this with the marketing 
principle of putting the first three steps to 
computing power in one box, and CVP 
must have a smash hit on their hands. 

Whether it will become the best selling 
peripheral in Its class remains to be seen, 
but it is certainly the best yet 
released.

described as the Blizzard Turbo Memory 
Board, Blizzard is similar to ICD's AdSpeed 
in that it uses a double-clocked 68000 to 
up the Amiga's clock speed to 1 4MHz. 

In addition to the simple clock doubling, 
however. Blizzard can also function as an 
8Mb RAM expansion, and has an option 
for ROM shadowing. 

What this means Is that the A500 user 



ROM shadowing 

The Amiga's Kkkstart ROM chip is responsi- 
ble for many day-to-day features we take 
for granted, such as Intuition menus, win- 
dows, screens, and so on, and it works at a 
reasonable speed. 

However, if Kkkstart could be run not 
from a chip but from an area ol faster 
memory, wouldn't it zip along nkefy? 

The answer is yes, and most accelerator 
boards offer a function whereby Kkkstart 
can be "shadowed" into RAM, which is a 
great advantage when the RAM in question 
is of the very fast 32-bit variety. 

Blizzard doesn't have 32-bit RAM, but it 
does have RAM which it accesses directly at 
the full i -5 MM/ and it is into a special 512k 
memory bank on (he board itself that 
Kickstart is moved to when the shadow 
option is utilised. 

This feature alone is responsible lor an 
appreciable speed increase when using 
Workbench, any program which opens on 
a Workbench screen, or any other applica- 
tion which makes extensive use of Intuition. 



on a budget can opt lor an upgrade path 
which Includes not only the acceleration 
benefits, but a possible 8Mb RAM expan- 
sion on top, making the 2Mb version at 
£284.95 a tempting buy. Taking an average 
external 8Mb expansion box populated to 
2Mb at £120, the user is then paying £160 
for the 1-1 MHz clock speed and Kickstart 
shadowing capacity. 

A factor whkh should be born in mind 
with products of this kind is that fitting the 
Blizzard board will invalidate the Amiga's 
warranty. The machine must be opened 
and the CPU levered out of its socket before 
Blizzard can take its place in the vacant 
68000 slot, but the operation is not a com- 
plex one and requires nothing more than a 
bit ol care with a screwdriver or two. 

Auto-configure 

Once in place, any memory on the board 
auto-configures, and all other system adjust- 
ments, such as whether the machine auto- 
matically boots up in 7MHz or 14MHz 
mode, are set using six DIP switches 
mounted on the board. 

Software control is, of course, supplied 
via a disk supplied with the packaging, bul 
other than a quick memory check, only the 
BConl program will be needed. 

This enables the user to reset the 
machine to one or other of the clock 



speeds, and will also shadow any 
Kickstart file from disk. In this 
respect, the board acts addition- 
ally as a ROM sharer as long as the user has 
the relevant Kkkstart Tile available. 

Not as easy as il sounds, picking up a 
Kickstart file is possible on a bulletin board 
as many Amiga users have for years been 
kicking their machines into lile with the 
popular ZKkk utility. 

For Workbench 2.04 users in particular, 
the option of downloading one ol the eas- 
ily obtainable 1.3 Kickstart files and using 
Blizzard as a ROM sharer gives the card an 
extra appeal. 

Blizzard is a good attempt to crack what 
has previously been a very tight niche - the 
area in which spending a still sizeable sum 
of money on what is not a giant leap for- 
ward in speed is acceptable. 

By offering the 8Mb RAM option and a 
Kickstart shadowing capability, Blizzard 
comes much closer than any other attempt 
so far, though whether or not it is worth 
the near-£300 asking price is still going to 
be a very carefully reached decision on the 
pan of the user,

Using a combination erf these two and 
the odd ASK command, the script writer 
can produce active dialogues between the 
user and the script, ideal for almost any 
purpose you care to name. 

Most ol what lollows will, I'm afraid, be 
of use only to Workbench 1,3 and 2.04 
users, as the environment variables in 
Workbench 1 .2 are much more restricted 
and do not allow the sort of operations 
we'll be attempting. Sorry, but that's 
progress for you.

The script begins with the usual .key 
line which tells the Amiga to expect user 
input during the script's execution, then 
in the next two lines uses a special feature 
of the GETENV command to ask a ques- 
tion and accept any input the user likes. 
This is accomplished through the use ol 
redirection and the "** option. 

Redirection, as we know from earlier in 
the series, is the technique whereby, using 
pointed brackets, the Amiga is told to 
send output from a command lo a file or 
device other than the default. 

In the case ol the GETENV command, 
the default destination lor output is the 
current Shell window, but we've told the 
command to send it to the file 
ENV;INSUL1 instead 

II you examine the last character in the 
GETENV line, you'll notice that it is an

Why ENV? 

ENV: is the directory used to store all 
environment variables, and is usually 
set up by the Workbench startup- 
sequence as a directory in the RAM 
disk. When we redirect output to a 
file in ENV:, that tile - it it doesn't 
already exist - is created, and as it is 
now in ENV: it is automatically treated 
as an environment variable. 



asterisk, and not a particularly self- 
explanatory one at that. 

This character merely tells Ihe GETENV 
command to take its input trom the con- 
sole device (the current Shell window, in 
other words), which explains why when 
the script runs it waits after the question 
called by the ECHO statement until the 
user types something in and presses the 
Return key. 

At this point, the word just entered is 
passed to the environmental variable 
"insult", then printed to the screen by 
the ECHO command which lollows 
straight after However, ECHO only 
knows to prim the variable because we 
use the S sign. 

When Workbench 2.0x sees a S sign, it 
knows that what follows is the name of 
an environment variable, and acts 
accordingly. In the case of our ECHO 
command, the contents of the variable 
are printed to the screen rather than the 
literal contents of the echo string, so we 
get: 

ME TOU UtilM HE I 10(116! 
rather than: 

UE TOU UU4K "I * SUSULTT 

Note the use of ASK, IF, ELSE, and 
ENDIF to round off our script. The ASK 
command prints a question which incor- 
porates the Sinsult variable In the same 
way as the ECHO command, then passes 
the V or N answer lo the IF command. 

When the user answers V(es) lo an ASK 
command, Ihe WARN Hag is sei to posi- 
tive, which means the IF WARN state- 
ment will execute the instructions before 
the ELSE command. 

When the user answers N(o), WARN is 
not set, which means the second instruc- 
tion or set of instructions between ELSE 
and ENDIF is executed. 

By applying a little lateral thinking, 




most users should be capable of produc- 
ing almost unlimiled variations on this 
theme using exactly the same techniques 
as our Irivolous example script. 

Even the most complex scripts use 
these commands, some in more ingenious 
ways, some by simply working through a 
great number of them, but it should be 
clear by now that without the IF...ENDIF 
construction and the use of environment 
variables, AmigaDOS scripts would be 
much less flexible. 

Next month, we'll look at more ways in 
which the AmigaDOS script can be beefed 
up. The above examples torm (he core ol 
what can be done with AmigaDOS, espe- 
cially In situations where the user is asked 
lo make some sort ol input, but there's 
plenty more to come.

Upgrade options 

As the owner of a basic A500, the news 
ol (he demise ot the A500 is worrying 
me. I have been considering upgrading 
my machine tor some lime, and below 
are my options. Could you tell me 
which you think would be best and 
advise if there are any compatibility 
problems? 

• Buy a hard drive (CVP is a favourite, 
bul could you recommend one which 
does not (it in the DMA slot?) then 
expand memory to 4Mb either through 
the hard drive expansion or a Virgo 
card. 

Next, go for an I8M emulator (I await 
details of the Emplant IBM version). Is 
there a way to attach Zorro slots to the 
A500? 

• Try to trade up to an Al 500 or above 
and uprate specs to match those above. 

• Turn to the PC market and give up 
on Commodore altogether. 

Which is the best and/or cheapest? 

A P Horrocks, Burnley 

Possibly the most expensive would be 
the last option. Despite the price cuts in 
the PC market, the viable entry level 
machine (386DX or 486SX with hard 
drive) would still set you back £1,000 or 
more. 

In addition, you would soon find out 
lint how expensive the best PC software 
can be (does £400 lor a wardprocessor 
sound cheap?). 

The trade up option is an appealing 
one, especially il you sell your A500 and 
go for a machine through the Classifieds 
section, but to trade up to a new Amiga 
just as a range ol machines is about to 
be launched would be a bit like buying a 
new car at the end ol fuly. 

for trade ups, wait until the A2200 is 
released and see what you think ol II 

Expanding the AS00 is still a very 



sound upgrade path, despite the lact 
that with the machine's so-called 
'demise " you would be hard pressed to 
recoup your investment in a year or two. 

CVP hard drives are the undisputed 
kings of the AS00 castle, and the HD8* 
would also oiler an 8Mb RAM upgrade 
path. 

You could take a look at the Ashcom 
and Rossmoller drives reviewed in our 
Amiga Market section (recently renamed

title), as both offer very cheap storage. 

In this situation, you would be bal- 
ancing the technical excellence ol the 
CVP product with the relatively untested 
mettle ol what is undoubtedly a much 
more allordable product, but that's 
what consumer decisions are all about.

Bengali fonts

I've never seen a Bengali font an PD 
disk or bulletin board, but there must be 
one somewhere. II a member ol an 
Amiga user group or someone with a 
sufficiently multilingual lonts collection 
would care to send the font to ACAS on 
a disk, I'd be happy to send it on. 

One possible course ol action would 
be to convert your bitmap lont to a 
scalable font using something like Font 
Manager from BCS in Germany. There 
are a few such font converters slouching 
about, but you may have to look very 
hard to find one. 

Your best bet would be to contact 
people like EM Computergraphlc. 
George Thompson Services, ond others 
who sell a range ol lonts (or most appli- 
cations. Plan 8 might be to contact 
companies such as Amor and Digita in 
the hope that they have a Bengali font 
available as an option, or know where 
to find one for you.

I am writing with some useful information for virus hunters. 
When a file virus infects a tile and the user crunches that 
file using a program like PowerPacker or Imploder, virus 
killers cannot detect the bogus code because II is crunched. 

Most killers will advise you to decrunch the file and 
(heck It, but what about files crunched with Imploder 
which say they are protected from decrunching? I have the 
answer to this problem If the person has Imploder 1.0 to 
3.0. 

Imploder produces two types ol crunched programs, one 
which uses the explode.llbrary, and the other type which 
uses the complete decrunch header. These files can be 
altered to enable the user to decrunch then) il they do the 
following. 

First find out if the file requires the explode. library. This 
can be done by trying to decrunch the file when Imploder 



says it Is a "protected library implode" or a "protected nor- 
mal implode". 

Then, If the file is a "protected library implode", use a 
hex editor such as NewZap and change byte $54 Irom $80 
to S00, and save the file, which should then be 
decrunchable. 

If the (He Is a "protected normal implode", change byte 
S48 from S4E to S6I and byte S49 from S94 to S2E. Again, 
the file should now decrunch. 

Alter this, even protected, crunched imploder files won't 
be safe Irom the better virus killers.

NTSC niggles 

This letter is in response to a reply given 
to a letter from Andrew Griffiths in the 
September issue, in which he describes 
problems with some games. The possible 
fault that you failed to mention is that 
the second-hand machine he purchased 
is probably an NTSC machine. 

How do I know? I own one! The fact 
thai some games load at all is probably 
due to his having a falter Agnus with 
PAL/NTSC capability. I'm surprised you 
didn't mention the possibility that he has 
an NTSC machine. 

Now for my problem. I have an ASOO 
Plus with 2Mb chip RAM, and it seems that 
when I run certain games the machine 
locks up with a Guru message which turns 
out to be insufficient memory. 

I used to have a rev. 6A ASOO wilh 
512k chip and 512k last RAM before 1 
purchased Ihe Plus, and everything 
worked fine on it. 

Since everything worked fine before, I 
am inclined to think that a lack of fast 
RAM Is causing my problems. Is it? Is 
there a chance that my wimpy power 
supply has something to do with it?

The reason I didn't mention the possibil- 
ity that Mr Griffiths has an NTSC 
machine was that his letter describes 
parts of the screen sometimes appearing 
In the wrong place, and this Is an 
unusual symptom not normally associ- 
ated with simple NTSC problems. 

However, you're right - the possibility 
should have been mentioned, so if you're 
reading this, Mr Griffiths, have your 
Amiga checked to make sure it's a PAt 
model. 

As for the memory problem, many 
games will definitely need fast RAM, 
especially those which involve a great 
deal of animation and full-screen action. 
A machine with just chip RAM, unless it s 
an old S 12k ASOO, will suffer problems ol 
this sort all the time.

_ie almost all the major manufacturers, 
9t creators of OpalVision haven't missed 
mportance of frame grabbing to the 



As any manufacturer will tell you, the one thing that tan make or 
break any board is the paint patkage which xcompanies its initial 
release. In the case of OpalVision. Cenfaur Development have 
absolutely nothing lo worry about. 

After using all ihe major paint packages on the market I can 
confidently state that this "freebie" bundled with the board is defi- 
nitely one of the best around. 

I stress the "freebie" point because Ihe program's only real rival, 
TVPaint, is far from free, costing as much as £800 on the Harlequin 
display board, although it is much cheaper on other systems. 

If you're a veteran ol standard Amiga painling environments 
you're sure to feel at home with OpalPaint as everything including 
hoi keys closely follows the combinalions pioneered by our old 
friend DPaint. 

All Ihe program controls are very logi- 
cally arranged and easy to understand 
thanks not only lo excellent design but to a 
small window on Ihe main control panel 
which pops up useful comments on the 
purpose of the various menu items. 

Painting and processing times are quite 
acceplable with truly excellent result from 
the impressive selection of tools. Fealures 
such a graduated fills, multiple brush han- 
dling, transparency and stencils have been 
excellently implemented. 

Aside from the usual collection of paint- 
ing tools, there's a fine selection of power oplions and original fea- 
lures, such as unlimited page si.'e which can be scrolled around al 
will. 

Another such feature is the virtual memory option, which allows 
you to specify that the unlimited number of spare pages, unused 
brushes, and regions outside the work area are to be stored on disk 
raiher than eating valuable RAM. 

Other fealures include direct access lo the frame grabber, but 
perhaps most exciting of all is the addition of a revolutionary func- 
tion entitled Artist Tools, which brings image processing into the 
painting process. 

After selecting the Modes option on 
the main menu, a fresh requester appears 
containing 18 standard processing and 
painting effects such as tinting, contrast, 
brightness, mosaic, gamma, colourise and 
so on. 

This initial 18 are supplemenled by 
four definable button whith can add an 
additional four effects Irom a selection ol 
25 on disk. 

Once selected, the effects act just like 






■k' painl, but process rather than colour. 
■»»• The huge plus ol this approath is ihe 
degree of processing conlrol hitherto 
^jMBbIbp* impossible within any olher paml 
package. 

In addition, a wide selection of 
painting styles are also on hand includ- 
ing airbrush, pencil, chalk, water- 
colour and something called Texla, 
which appears to emulate felt tips. 

To complemenl Ihe painting styles, 
a selection of five paper types have 
been added ranging from plain 
through lo hessian, alt lending their own feel and style lo your 
creations. 

Apart from Ihe excellent ease of use and the quality ol Ihe stan- 
dard painting tools and effects, the Artist tools alone easily puis 
OpalPaint on a par with power packages such as TVPaint. 

The power ol Ihe option o extended with a zap feature which 
automatically applies Ihe selected and of course definable effect to 
the entire image. 

As a result, applying overall processing couldn't be simpler and 
is sure to mean lar lewer trips lo ADPro or ImageMaster lor final 
tweaking. Unfortunately there are a lew 
unfinished features which are promised 
lor the next update ol Ihe soltware. 
These include ARexx and Alpha channel 
support plus Ihe unusual magic wand 
feature which allows area fills wilhm pre- 
defined fill parameters. 

In other words the software will 
employ definable tolerances and look for 
logical points within ihe image at which 
to terminate ihe fill. 

As a result, there will be no need to 
draw around tricky elements within an 
image prior to filling with either solid colours, gradients or 
textures. 

After a lot of searching there's only one area in which I tan find 
fault. This concerns Ihe lack of density conlrol over brushes cut 
from the canvas. 

Although gradient fills and transparency are extremely well 
implemented, with up lo three user defined brushes available at 
any one time, brushes cut Irom Ihe canvas can only be warped ori- 
ented and resized. 

In other words, it appears impossible lo apply a definable grad- 
uated transparency lade to a brush, although it is possible to adjust 
Uie overall transparency. 

When this annoying limitation is addressed and the alpha chan- 
nel and ARexx are implemented, I'm fairly certain OpalPainl could 
make a very strong claim as one of the best all-round 24-bit pack- 
age on the market. Not bad going for a freebie... 
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Back to basics 

Here ate the bote bone* which are al 
too easily overlooked thanks to the 
potential promise ol the modules. 

Even if the modules weren't * 
potential part ot the system 
OpalVision is still a very Impressivt 
board in its bask lorm. The unit com** 
in both A500 stvle external anfl 
AI500 2000 3000 internal versions 
Both come with 1.5Mb of on board 
RAM as standard. 

As you've probably guessed. th« 
board boasts full 24 bit spec, with 16 7 
million colours - any pixel any colour 
of course. |ust like Avideo. the board 
has the ability to display Amiga and 
OpalVision images simultaneous!* 
either in front or behind which can tx 
expanded later to Include video with 
the addition of thr 
grabber genlock, keyer module.

average 24-bit artist. As a result, a grabber 
and genlock have been combined into a 
single unit which plugs directly onto the 
motherboard. 

On(e (he aforementioned grabber/gen- 
lock combination is In place it not only 
does both of the above but also acts as a 
composite encoder and decoder, and 
allows 256-level linear keying. 

As you might expect from a product 
vying to break into the professional market 
an impressive array of signal outputs are on 
hand including our old Iriend composite, 
plus S-VHS or HIS. Quality control rests in 
the capable hands of the Sony broadcast 
camera chipset which comes as standard 
with the module. 

Live video 

Aside from pure output quality, the 
internal genlock also boasts 256-level trans- 
parency overlay via the board's built-in 
alpha channel for both Opal and Amiga 
imagery, allowing live video to appear 
through transparent or semi-transparent 
areas along with the usual array of standard 
keying options. 

Another added bonus is the chroma 
keyer, which has just been added lo the 
grabber/genlock combination. With this 
final addition it appears that any would-be 
OpalVision owner has everything on a sin- 
gle board, except a Luma-keyer. Who 
knows, even that may appear in lime. 

As you might expect, all genlocking 
operations are soltware controlled, allow- 
ing automated fading, switching, and key- 



ing in a similar manner to the 
Progressive's Video Blender 
whkh has pioneered the field of 
Amiga-based, soltware-driven 
genlock control. 

As mentioned above, frame 
grabbing is perhaps one of the 
main prerequisites of any seri- 
ous 24-bit system. 
Again if reality 
matches the market- 
ing, OpalVision will 
boast the same 
degree of grabbing 
quality that has 
already made Vlab 
the market leader. 

Like the Vlab sys- 
tem, the OpalVision 
grabber will be capa- 
ble ot 24-bit capture 
of both single frames 
and sequences. An 
impressive features 
list, especially consid- 
ering that all grab- 
bing can be done 
from a live video - no pausing required. 

As a single addition the genlock/grabber 
combination is impressive enough, but 
when combined with the next module the 
potential power ol OpalVision really starts 
to show. 

The partner in question is the rather 
clumsily titled OpalVision Quad-input pro- 
duction switcher. This unit plugs directly 
into the Irame grabber/genlock combina- 
tion allowing software-controlled switching 





between two separate video sources, 
Amiga graphics and of course OpalVision 
images. 

The soltware control will not iusl allow 
direct switching between sources but will 
employ a variety of wipes, fades, cuts and 
dissolves to provide the transitions between 
any ol the tour available signals.

As you might expect, the varied world of 
video is again well catered tor wilh inputs 
available for S-VHS, Hi8 and composite, 
wilh the subsequent outpul as either com- 
posite or S-VHS.

Still, no matter what the reasoning behind inclusion, it s yet another first which r 
both fast and of course very colourful - il perhaps a little lacking on depth and lasting 
appeal.

avoid permanenl eye strain. Although good 
news tor many newcomers., the addition ol 
a flicker fixer won't ease the financial pain 
that many will leel Irom discarding their 
original flicker fixers in order to add 
OpalVision in the first place. 

Obsolete 

Of course this only applies to an unlucky 
lew, but it's a cross many A1 500/2000 
owners will have lo bear as the internal 
OpalVision fits directly into the video slot 
on such machines, Instantly rendering old 
flicker fixers obsolete or at least difficult to 
use without frequent card switching and 
monitor re-connection. 

Although all ol the above provide an 
impressive array ol enhancements, It's the 
next and final piece in the OpaMsion jig- 
saw which is set to make it the European 
equivalent of the ill-lated Toaster. 

Again with yet more culinary overtones, 
the Roaster Chip is the final modular addi- 
tion responsible for the Toaster-style effects 
that the makers claim are possible via 
OpalVision. 

When installed into a noticeably vacant 
spot on the OpalVision motherboard, the 
Roaster will apparently allow real-time pro- 
cessing and morphing of live video, 
OpalVision images and Amiga graphic*.

Unlortunately - in my humble opinion - the claim thai 
Opal Presents is a fully blown presentation system is a little 
ambitious. The title of a designer slide show would per- 
haps be closer to the mark. 

Although very impressive, there are a lew points which 
no seH-respecting presentation system should be without. 
But before I completely destroy the program's credibility 
it's well worth looking at some of its 
impressive strengths. 

As you can see from the mreenshots, 
Opal Presents has an attractive and intu- 
itive interface whkh allows you to load as 
many 24-bit images as you wish, assign 
any one of a whole host ol wipes or fades, 
define the effect speed and display time 
and specify the display lormat whether it 
be with or without Amiga imagery.

The really anwing aspect of the program is the incredi- 
ble smoothness, speed and overall quality ol the effects, 
which easily match and often outstrip even such illustrious 
names as Scala and Broadcast Tiller II. 

Quite literally they have lo be seen to be believed. 
Unfortunately it may be these very effects that destroy the 




program's claim as a true presentatlor 
system. As the display options show, the 
combination ol Opal and Amiga images 
is a high priority. Unfortunately, as transitions between 
Opal images occur, the Amiga element of Ihe overall drs- 
play is removed and only returns when the transition u 
complete. 

As a result, animation with a variety of backgrounds, or 
employing programs such as Scala to add animated text, 
would be at best a rather clumsy affair. 

Having sakl that, if you're willing to have the accompa- 
nying message as part of the Opal 
image - avoiding the Amiga element 
altogether - basic stalk titling is still pos- 
sible and impressive when combined 
with Ihe amazing wipes and lades. 

I. The only other query concerning 
Opal Presents is a slight dislike of certain 
hard disk controllers.

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Last lime we started looking at ARexx, not 
only as a macro or command language, 
but also as a full programming language in 
its own right. We saw that the minimum require- 
ment lor a system-specific programming language 
is the ability to manipulate blocks ol memory corre- 
sponding to the system structures. 

It must be able to read the contents of specified 
structures, and to pass them as arguments (param- 
eters) to functions which can do something useful 
with them. 

Further, the language must be able to reserve 
blocks of memory and write to them when it cre- 
ates new structures in its own programs. 

We have already seen the built-in ARexx instruc- 
tions for manipulating memory (IMPORT, EXPORT 
and so on), and we have mentioned that other 
ARexx support libraries also allow this ability. 

This time we will look a( some of the functions 
ol a special ARexx library called rexxsupport. library 
which is supplied as part ol ARexx, and which you 
will lind in the Workbench 2.0 libs/drawer. 

In addition to the memory manipulation func- 
tions (and some other useful utility functions), this 
library allows you to create custom ARexx ports in 
your own programs. 

Using this feature you are no longer limited 
merely to sending messages to olher ARexx-com- 
patlble programs - you can create programs that 
receive ARexx messages too. 

Mixture 

This mixture of abilities - interprocess messages, 
memory addressing. AmigaDOS interaction, as well 
as the regular ARexx parsing and command 
instructions - is what make the ARexx program- 
ming environment so powerful. Over the next few 
columns we are going to write an ARexx program 
that will use and illuslrate all of them. 

Our program will be a "Preferences" controller 
which runs in the background and allows you to 
change any of the standard settings by sending 
ARexx commands to them. That is, you will not 
have to load up your Preferences program and 
make the selection manually. You will be able to

send a message to it from your Shell, or trom 
another ARexx program. This could be useful, lor 
example, if you are doing a batch ol pnnting and 
want to change the pnnter settings lor each indi- 
vidual print! 

Our program will also allow control of other 
printer features, not accessible from Preferences, 
like pitch, sue, style, quality and so on. 

We will also write a simple program to control 
our main program from an Intuition interface, 
instantly making any changes we want at the click 
of a mouse. 

These programs will illustrate the basic princi- 
ples, and encourage you to implement ideas of 
your own. The main intent is to show how ARexx 
can be used to write useful programs quickly and 
efficiently in the standard Amiga environment. 

Obvtously this cannot be a tutorial on general 
programming, but it will be kept simple, and any- 
one with a bit of programming know-how and the 
willingness to experiment should have no trouble 
following il. 

The full listings will appear on the CoverDisk 
from the next issue, with the tricky bits explained 
in this section. 

Handling funtions 

Before we can use the functions for creating 
our own ARexx ports, it is useful to have some 
idea of how they are handled by the Amiga's 
operating system. Ports - and all multitasking 
activity - are handled by the part of the operat- 
ing system called the Exec. 

The Exec is the most important part of the 
Amiga's operaling system. In the simplest terms 
it can be thought ol as a very fast loop thai allo- 
cates the central processor's time between all the 
different tasks that are running. 

The Exec also manages the Amiga's memory 
pool, allocating and freeing blocks of memory 
according to need, and controls all the low level 
signals. 

Now the Exec library provides a function 
called Wait() which, when called by any pro- 
gram, puis that program "to sleep". The pro- 
gram is still operative, but draws only a minimal 
amount of the system resources. 

When the program receives some special sig- 
nal il "wakes up" and carries on doing whatever 
task it is meant to be doing - an ARexx message 
can be one of these special signals. This sig- 
nalling system is the heart of the Amiga's multi- 
tasking efficiency. 

The rexxsupportlibrary allows the user set up 
ports and receive ARexx messages without get-

ARexx 
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In this section wo will he looking at various ARexx compatible pro 
gram* and how their interfaces enhance their ovefall performance. 

If you would like to see the ARexx interface of a particular program 
featured in these pages, please let us know. We kick off with a look at 
Hypvrhook. 

Hyperbook is a package that allows the user to present information, 
text and graphics in a sensibly interconnected manner It allows lor 
the easy creation of buttons, requesters etc, which perform actions 
when clicked. 

In this way it is an extension of the hypertext idea, wbere you dick 
on a highlighted word and get a lol more information on il. 

Any object that tan be displayed with Hyperbook, including pic 
lures and graphics, can be activated to lead on lo further Information. 

Hyperbook is quite popular because of ils extreme ease ol use, and 
its price (about £40 il you shop around). It has been used to write edu 
cational software, and quite a few disk magazines. 

II can be used successlully as a presentation package without its 
ARexx interlace. However, if it is used with ARexx, ils power is multl 
plied many times. 

Firstly, whole sequences of actions (io the form of ARexx scripts) 
can be programmed, rather than just simple one step instructions. 
Secondly, ARexx can be used lor calculating purpuses where necessary. 

finally, most ol the ellects that can be created in Hyperbook by 
using the mouse have corresponding ARexx (unctions. Unfortunately, 



Ihe graphics primitives and the text colour are nol yet under ARexx 
control. 

ARexx provides Hyperbook with a scripting language which it 
would not otherwise have. The converse of this is that Hyperbook can 
become a graphical Iront end lor ARexx. 

This goes quite a way beyond the requirements ol a presentation 
package in lact, Hyperbook becomes a simple design prototyping 
environment. Here is an example you could use ARexx to read in the 
contents ol a directory, and sort it by si/e. 

This could be presented on the screen as a bar graph. You could 
use the parsing abilities of ARexx to determine Ihe type of each file 
(Ascii, executable, IFF pic or sound file etc) 

Clicking on Ihe image of each lile could then have some suitable 
result Pictures and text files could be displayed, and sound tiles could 
be sent lo a sound player in the background (Hyperbook does nol 
have built in support tor sound). 

Using features like these, even a programmer wilh moderate expe- 
rience can design very attractive and practical programs in a short 
period ot time. 

Finally, I should mention that Hyperbook appears to have a lew 
minor bugs under Workbench 2.0. They are not serious, but the pro 
gram will occasionally crash if you press the "wrong" bullon. 

This could upset a novice user, but I hope that we will see an even 
better release of Hyperbook in the near luture. 



ting involved in the intricacies of Exec. Another 
example of port use are the IDCMP ports 
(Intuition Direct Communication Message Ports) 
used by the system lo communicate things like 
mouse-clicks, gadget selections and keyboard 
input. 

We mention them here because many ARexx 
libraries that support Intuition convert IDCMP 
messages into ARexx strings so that they can be 
handled more easily. 

The following is the procedure for using an 
Amiga port. In general, it holds for all ports, not 
just ARexx ones, so if you plan lo do any serious 
Amiga programming you will come across it 
often.

First ol all we must have an open port for our 
messages - we then enter a loop where the pro- 
gram "sleeps" until a message arrives at the 
port 

If more than one messages arrive, ihey will be 
queued, and processed successively. We then 
check lhat the message is relevant to us. If the 



message is relevant, we copy it to a variable, and 
"reply" to it. This pari is very important. We 
have to reply to the message as soon as possible 
- even before we have actually processed it - in 
order to free up the resources of Ihe Exec, which 
will be waiting for a reply. 

If we do not reply to Ihe message, we set up 
what is known as a "busy-wailing" loop. This is 
one of the worst mistakes you can make - the 
operating system will suspend all multitasking 
until a reply to the message is received! 

You should also note that once you have 
replied lo a message, it is lost, and that is why 
we copy it to a variable. 

After we have replied lo the message we can 
process its contents and take whatever action is 
relevant. We then go back to Ihe slarl of the 
loop and wait for any other messages. 

The example below shows how these princi- 
ples are applied specifically to ARexx. There are a 
couple of things to note: 

1 . The function GETPKTTJ returns the message 
packet wafting at the port, or a four-byte NULL 
value il there is no packet. In the second case the 
next line just goes back to the beginning of the 
loop. This is a necessary test, but we won't go 
into Ihe details of why. 

2. Messages arriving at an ARexx port arrive in 
the form ol an ARexx packet, which contains the 
ARexx message plus some extra information, 

The function CETARC() retrieves the actual 
message from the packet. II also has more 



advanced uses for extracting multiple arguments 
from functions, but these will not concern us 
here either. 

3. The REPLYO function has two arguments. The 
second one is the return code. If nothing unto- 
ward has happened, it is set to 0. If some error 
had occurred, it could have been sel to some- 
thing else. All the rest is pretty stratgh tforward; 

/ ■ 
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Copy the above example and save it as 
simpteport.rexx. Then open two Shell windows, 
and run rx simpleport in one of them. Co to the 
other one and type rx 'ADDRESS MYPORT 
GREET'. You can exit from the first Shell by typ- 
ing rx 'ADDRESS MYPORT BYE' at Ihe second 
Shell. 

Even if you have no experience with ARexx, 
you will soon get the idea. Study and experi- 
ment with the above example - we will use it in 
our Preferences conlrol program next time.

Synchronised SunRi 



II you were wise enough to invest in last 
month's issue of AC you can't fail to have 
noticed our feature on the Amiga's first direct 
to disk recording system, namely the AD1012 
from SunRize Industries. 

Although most definitely an audio rather than a 
video release, the connection between this new 
board and the world ol DTV is a strong one which 
is personified by the board's 1 2-bit architecture 
and alliance to SMPTE timecode as its primary 
means ol communication with the real world. 

As I'm sure you're aware. 16 rather than 12-tHt 
sound is the CD standard which the music industry 
relies on, and the board's mono only output also 
points to its videographic place in market. An 
audio product it may be, but it's the world of 
video where the board will make its mark. 

For the professional user, SMPTE compatibility is 
on hand, but for the financial mortals, SunRize 
have also added a direct connection to Bars 
Pipes Professional, the power sequencing package 
from Blue Ribbon Soundworks. 

The aforementioned software is the only pro- 
gram which has direct access to the board and its 
impressive sampling and sample sequencing abili- 
ties. The combination of Studiol6 - AD1012's 
own software - and Bars St Pipes Professional is 
achieved by syncing the two via Studiol6's own 
built-in SMPTE generator which supplies the nec- 
essary reference to combine the two packages. 

Once joined, the union can achieve a combina- 
tion of Midi music and digital audio that would be 
impossible using conventional analogue tech- 
niques. Whether used to add simple sound effects 
or entire voice-overs, the subsequent soundtrack 
can be amazing. 

Advised 

Obviously to really get the best from the combi- 
nation of the two systems. SMPTE-compatible 
hardware in the form of SMPTE -compatible VCRs 
is well advised, but not necessarily essential. 

As mentioned above, the Studtol6 software 
generates its own SMPTE timecode which can be 
employed within the software's "cuelist" to syn- 
chronise an unlimited number of samples into a 
complete soundtrack. 

If the necessary timecode is provided externally 
via a pre-striped videotape, complete frame-accu-

rate coding of video and audio events is possible, 
instantly transforming your formerly amateur 
audio/video efforts into frame-accurate professional 
productions. 

If your system is based around VTTC rather than 
SMPTE timecode all is not lost as the same synchro- 
nisation can be achieved. In such a case, a VTTC to 
SMPTE translator would be required in order to 
allow synchronisation with the AD1 01 2. 

Once the supplied tools and accessories are 
copied Into the Bars h Pipes Professional toolbox 
and accessories draws respectively and the Bars & 
Pipes quit module is added to the Studol6 runtime 
drawer, you're ready to put their combined power 
into action. 

The first task before any combination can take 
place is to load the SunMPTE accessory which will 
actually lock Bars & Pipes Professional to either the 
SMPTE timecode coming into the board or alterna- 
tively to the Intemalty-generated timecode provided 
by Studiol6's SMPTE generator. A second accessory, 



namely SunSet can also be loaded and allows any of 
the modules within Studk>16 to appear within the 
Bars & Pipes Professional screen. Once active, the 
Instance window from Studiol 6 will appear giving 
instant access to all ol the program's sample record- 
ing, editing, and sequencing abilities. 

Virtual track 

The final option is entitled the SunRize Virtual 
Track. Unlike the SunRize Out tool, this option is 
meant for large samples such as vocal tracks, guitar 
solos, and so on. It allows you to play a sample syn- 
chronised directly with other Bars & Pipes 
Professional tracks, in effect providing a virtual track 
- hence the titte. 

To ensure perfect synchronisation, the sample is 
only recorded or played back at the beginning of a 
measure, in a similar way that Midi recording initi- 
ates at a specific measure. 

As is the case with normal samples, up to four vir- 
tual tracks can be added, all of which are treated as 
independent tracks within the sequence. 

Re-recording over a track simply overwrites the 
original contents. Unfortunately the present version 
will only record an entire sample at a time so no 
matter where you start recording it will be treated as 
if you had started from the beginning. 

Alas it appears we may have to wait a while tor a 
digital dub. Still, even with this slight inconvenience 
the AD1 01 2 , Studiol 6 and Bars k Pipes Professional 
combination offers a remarkable amount of power 
for a system which retails under MOO. 

As new and improved tools and videographic 
enhancements appear for the SunRize series of 
direct-to-disk systems and indeed any other such 
products, rest assured that AC will bring you the 
essential information first. 



Soundtrack sampling

SunRize Out allows the user lo transform Midi note events into sample play commands which then 
instruct the AD1012 lo play specific samples. 

All such effects 
havi> the added bonus ot being allowed to play to their entire length or alternatively lo be heard until 
note o'l Information u received by the sequencer. 

You can select any sample already within the Sample lisl or alternatively use the load option to 
employ a pte-iecorded sample Irom disk.

The picture on an Amiga screen can be in 
three independent layers, with Uie back- 
ground and midground as two separate 
playfietds. The foreground is made up ol sprites - 
small graphic elements 16 pixels wide, two bit- 
ptanes deep, and any height. 

II is possible to open an Intuition Screen and 
Window, and then sneak a second playfield into 
the display. Before opening the Screen, the 
ns.ViewModes flag in the NewScreen structure 
must include the DUAIPF flag. The PfBA Hag can 
be either set or clear, depending whether the first 
or second playfield has precedence. 

Once Ihe Screen is opened, there is a pointer to 
the Screen's VlewPort structure available to the pro- 
grammer. The ViewPort has a Raslnfo structure 
containing a pointer to the BitMap with the 
BitPlane information. 

If the Viewport has dual playfietds, the first 
Raslnfo contains a pointer to Ihe next Raslnfo, 
which has a pointer to Ihe second BitMap. In the 
example program an extra Raslnfo structure is 
declared for the second playfield. 

A pointer variable, "lastRaslnfo, is declared to 
store any pointer contained in the current Raslnfo 
for the Window, to be restored before the Screen is 
closed. 

The Screen is opened in the usual way, the back- 
ground BitMap structure attached to the Window, 
and the Window opened. The Viewport address of 
the Window is determined. 

The second Raslnfo structure is initialised with 
the midground BitMap - all its other structure 
members will be zero as there are no scroll offsets.

and it is the last Raslnfo on Ihe list. The first 
Raslnfo.Mext pointer is altered to point to Ihe sec- 
ond Raslnfo structure, and the display remade. 

Each sprite has a data list ol data word pairs. The 
first two words of each sprite's data are control 
words to initialise the sprite. 

Bits 1 5 to 8 of the first control word conlain the 
vertical position ol the first line of the sprite, bits 7 to 
0 contain the sprite's horizontal start position. 

Bits 1 5 to 8 of the second control word contain 
the line after the last vertical fine of the sprite. Bits 2 
to 0 of the second control word contain the most 
significant bits of the first line, last line and horizon- 
tal position respectively. 

The last two data words always contain zero The 
intervening data words contain the pixel data. The 
first two sprites use colours 16 to 19, the next two 
20 to 23, the next two 24 to 27 and the last two 28 
to 31. 

The first colour of a sprite is always transparent. A 
pixel will be the second colour H a bit is set in the 
first pixel data word, and the corresponding bit In 
the second pixel data word Is clear; the third colour 
if the bit is clear in the first pixel data word and set 
in the second; and the fourth colour If both bits are 
set 

The Amiga library routines use a SimplcSprite 
structure that holds data lor each sprite, containing 
the height, horizontal and vertical co-ordinates, 
sprite number and a pointer to its pixel data. The 
pixel data must be in chip memory.

The programmer can set up a SimpleSprite struc- 
ture for a sprite, and the library routines utilise this 
structure, handle the sprite copper list for the 
ViewPort, and also updale the appropriate words ol 
the sprite pixel data with the position and height. 

The GetSpntefJ routine can be used to entice one 
of the eight sprites, so that it will be at your beck 
and call:

SimplpSprite is a pointer to the SimpleSprite struc- 
ture used by Ihe program for handling the spnle.

Spritenum is a number from zero to seven if a 
particular sprite is required, or minus one if any of 
the free sprites will do. 

If the routine is successful, the number of the 
captured sprite is returned {spriteno) and the struc- 
ture member ss_num of the SimpJeSpnie structure is 



updated. The sprite copper list is not updated at this 
stage. II the routine is unsuccessful, a spriteno of -1 
returned. 

To free the unfortunate sprite for other programs 
to use, there is a corresponding routine, 
FreeSprite(spriteno), where spriteno is the number 
of the sprite. 

To change the sprite picture:

Viewport is the address ol the relevant Viewport, 
SimpleSprite a pointer to the simple sprite structure 
and spritedata is a pointer to the pixel data in chip 
memory. 

This routine updates Ihe SimpleSprite structure 
with the new data pointer, updates the sprite data 
with the start and finish positions from the 
SimpleSprite structure, and updates the sprite cop- 
per list with the new information.

ViewPort is the address of the relevant Viewport, 
SimpleSprite a pointer lo the simple sprite structure 
and x and y are the new horizontal and vertical 
pixel positions of the start of the sprite. 

This routine updates the SimpleSprite stnicture 
with the new positions, updates the sprite data 
with the new start and finish positions, and updates 
the sprite copper list with the new information. 

The more discerning among you will notice that 
I have not attempted to use sprite 0. This is because 
the program's Intuition Window is already using 
sprite zero as its pointer, and attempting to grab it 
will result in an embarrassing clash ol interests. 

The GelSpriteO routine will be unsuccessful, and 
any subsequent attempts to move, change or free 
sprite zero will result in a program crash. 

Sprite one shares its colours with sprite zero, and 
will be resplendent in the same colours as Ihe 
Intuition pointer. 

There is an Intuition routine to alter the 
pointer:

There is a corresponding routine, 
ClearPointerfWindow), which changes the pointer 
back to the defaull setting defined in Preferences, 
usually a boring arrow shape. 



Demos on the disk 

The demo program on the CoverDisk con- 
tains two source modules, tsprite.c and iff- 
read.c, which can be compiled and linked 
together in the normal way. 

Iffread.c is the general purpose picture file 
reader, and csprite.c is the calling program, 
csprite.c includes a header file csprite.h con 
taining sprite data. 

The object module, csprite, opens a 
Screen, and a Window In that Screen. The 
I IBM picture files, with the filenames speci- 
fied in the calling program, are opened and 
Ihe picture data read Into the appropriate 
BitPlanes. 

The files are closed, and control goes back 
to the main program. The pictures from the 
IFF files are displayed as two separate play 
fields. Seven sprites are allocated to 
SimpleSprite structures. Each sprite Is moved 
to Its place in a horizontal line up, using the 
sprite data defined In the header file 
"csprite.h". 

The picture Is displayed on the Screen 
until the user closes the Window, or clicks a 
mouse button. The sprites are freed, (he 
Window and Screen dosed, and the program 
exits.

Successful sampling 



Although ihe Amiga's existing sampling 
skills easily outstrip the opposition as far 
as internally generated computer sound 
is concerned they nevertheless leave a lot to be 
desired in comparison to professional studio qual- 
ity sampling equipment. 

Having said that, for those of us on a budget 
the 8-bit stop gap offered by the Amiga can pro- 
vide a perfect note pad for experiments that can 
then be expanded within the 16-bit environment 
of the studio, 

In additjon, the rave scene isn't averse to sacri- 
(king a little sound quality on occasion and as a 
result many a repetitive hook in among the Italian 
piano and pumping bass has made its first steps 
onto vinyl via the Amiga's humble sound chip. 

Because ot the machine's built-in ability to play 
up to four 8-bit samples simultaneously, all the 
major Amiga sequencing packages can take 
advantage ot this option while dealing with Midi 
information for external hardware. 

If you've spent any time at all browsing 
through the vast array of Amiga magazines, 
you've probably noticed it's impossible to turn 
more than a few pages without being assaulted 
by an increasingly garish array of ads screaming 
the praises of an endless collection of 
sampler/software combinations. 

Although there are a lew good cheap and 
cheerful units on the market, if s worth investing 
those extra few pounds on quality kit. At the lore- 
front of Amiga sampling are two units which have 
been adopted by almost all the leading Amiga

musos. The first, most expensive, and 
arguably the best ol these is RamScan's 
Audio Engineer. This particular unit 
offers unbelievable quality, consider- i 
ing its 8-bit design, allowing fu 
stereo sampling which benefits 
from the best filter and anti-alias- 
ing circuitry around. 

Unbeatable 

When combined with its twin OACs, this gives 
it unbeatable sound quality which easily rivals 
many 12-bit and even a lew 16-bit samplers. 

As is the case with all quality samplers, editing 
software comes as part of the package - as you'd 
expect from a unit costing £199. The software in 
question is one of the top two packages on the 
market and although labelled Audio Engineer, is in 
reality AudioMasler 3. 

This is a package which has 
only recently been challenged

- by Audition4, a standalone 
sample editor/sample

Audio Engineer. Although it doesn't offer the same 
degree of control available via its competitor, it 
does produce equally impressive results, and like 
it's counterpart comes with Audio Master 3 as part 
of the £129 package. 

Waveform tuning 

Once equipped with a sampler, the next task is 
to master the art of getting the best from the avail- 
able eight bib. To do this a quality sound source is 
essential but in addition it's worth becoming famil- 
iar with the accompanying software. 

Both samplers and either of the two sampling 
software packages will sample right up to 57kHz. If 
you have the necessary RAM, always push the ini- 
tial sampling rate to the maximum and then 
employ the software's waveform tuning to re-sam- 
ple the sound to the desired pitch. That way you'll 
always get Ihe very best from the sound, sampler 
and software combination. 



According to an anonymous source, the rumoured specifications of a 
new generation of Amigas appear to have hit the mark. The two new 
machines take the form of an A4000 040 based machine and a 16MHz 
030-based A10O0 Classic which could also appear as the A800. Both 
machines will boast Ihe new AA chipset with 2.1 ROMs. 

The A4OO0 variant will come as standard with 16Mb of fast Ram and 
4Mb of chip memory expandable to 64Mb and 16Mb respectively. The 
chip memory Is ot special importance if Commodore continue their 
approach of holding all sample data within the machine's chip memory. 

The ATOOO Classic/A800 comes in what's been described as a Pizza 
style slimline case offering expandability up to 4Mb of chip memory and 
16Mb of RAM Both machines will also boast a true full speed double 



density floppy. For we musos the most interesting aspect of Ihe upgrade 
Is the new machine's awesome musical potential, with full 16-bit four- 
channel sound at an amazing 56kHz. In short, instant CD quality sam 
pling plus twin built-in Midi ports as standard. 

There's even provision for an accompanying microphone to plug 
directly into the built-in digitiser, allowing direct 8-bil 28MHz sampling. 

Another pleasant feature is that the machines won't just be limited to 
16-bil resolution - emulation has been added to enable eight 8-bit chan- 
nels to operate at 56kHz and up to 16 8-bil channels at a very 
respectable 28kHz. 

Our unnamed source is already in the process of Beta testing both 
products so there's no reason why at least one of the machines shouldn't 
be released In the Autumn. It looks likely that the 030-based machine will 
be the first to greet the light of day with the A4000 making its debut In 
the spring of next year.

When you call a bulletin board you 
■nay find yourself spending quite a 
lot ol time on the phone simply 
wading through inlormation screens, menus and 
soon. 

This is in addition to finding the message area 
you want and the time taken to actually read and 
reply to messages. It you only call a board once a 
week or so this is line, but if the addiction grips 
you'll want to call almost every day to see what's 
new. At this stage it makes sense to spend as little 
time actually on the board as possible. 

In order to achieve this, many boards offer one 
or more methods of grabbing the messages you 
want to read and allowing you to download 
them to study offline. 

Sometimes this will simply be a menu option 
which bundles all new messages in your chosen 
area, or it might be a "door". A door is another 
program which is run by the BBS. For the Amiga 
user the current choice Is between Silver Express 
and Blue Wave. Ask your local sysop for details of 
these. 

it the board carries either of these doors, the 
board's file areas will almost certainly carry some 
shareware programs to allow you to read and 
reply to messages offline. 

Timetable 

Another, and even more efficient, method of 
reading offline is to become a point. What this 
effectively does is set you up as a little private bul- 
letin board on your own machine, Instead of 
other users ringing you, your timetable dictates 
when you will call the main board, just as it does 

with casual use. 

The big advantage is that when you log on to 
a board as a point you never go into the main 
area of the board, so save time and typing. As a 
point logs on, all new messages from previously 
chosen echoes are waiting, ready archived for 
download. 

Also, any replies you have prepared offline are 
sitting waiting on your machine lor upload to the

board. This swapping of compressed data is 
unlikely to take more than a few minutes, even if, 
like me. you are hooked into a do/en or more dif- 
ferent echoes. 

Various software packages are available for 
point work. Basically you need two different pro- 
grams - one to act as a terminal which dials into 
the board, sends your messages up, and receives 
new ones back, and a reader/writer which accepts 
the newly downloaded compressed files, uncom- 
presses them, and sorts them into the various 
areas or echoes where they belong. 

Reply 

for replying you'll also need some sort of text 
editor, but even the humble u ed" from the 
Workbench disk will do the job. 

Another great advantage of being a point Is the 
ability lo send messages to other BBSs - for the 
cost of a local call - and request the distant boards 
lo send you files for download. This Is the reason 
for messages you may meet on the fines of "Yes, I 
have the file you're looking for, just freq it from 
my board." 

Not all sysops allow this, but many do. and 
information about the location of vanous obscure 
- or brand new - tiles is passed around freely on 
the system. 

Netmail is another advantage of becoming a 
point. Netmail is private mail which nobody but 
you or the recipient can read. It's a usehjl service 
when you need to talk privately with a user either 
locally or at a distance, but don't want to either 
bore others or let them know what you're up lo. 

Again, some sysops allow the passage of pri- 
vate mail, but others do not Netmail can also be 
used to send a file to a specific person by attach- 



Fidonet addressing 

fidonet Is an organisation which links bulletin boards together right across the world. All BBSs 
on Fidonet have a unique address which It made up of several parti. 

For Ihe newcomer these addresses look rather confusing, but they are really quite simple, for 
instance my own address on the Fidonet system is 2:250/107.99 which «s made up as follows: 



Zone 2 The world is divided into several zones, each numbered. For instance 1 = America, while 
2 = Europe. 

Net 250 Each zone covers a wide area so this is subdivided into nets oi more manageable sizes. 

Nets are roughly geographical, lor instance 250 covers Manchester. 



Node 107 Within each net. every BBS on the system has its own node number. Thus here 107 is the 
number of Aspects 8BS which is my local board.

ing it to your message. While most offline readers 
allow messages to be writlen to open echoes, 
they generally lack the facility to send netmail - 
although it can be received by you. So even il 
your sysop allows private mail, the soltware may 
not! 

Netmail is also used to tell your node which 
echoes you wish lo receive. A program called 
AreaFix handles this painlessly. Simply specify the 
area you wish to add or subtract from your cho- 
sen list and the software will do the rest. 

Being a point demands a certain amount of 
discipline and responsibility. Before even consid- 
ering asking for the facility you should consider 
whether you are prepared to log on at least daily 
to collect your messages. While the bundling al 
the Board end is relatively automated, the longer 
your bundle sits there the longer you are using 
your sysop's precious disk space. 

Another thing to bear in mind before becom- 
ing a point is the difficulty of setting up the vari- 
ous pieces of software needed to run successfully. 
While the various packages are easy to use once 
running, the configuration procedure can take 
weeks, even tor the experts. 

Documentation is definitely aimed at people 
who know both their Amiga and the Fidonet sys- 
tem inside out. although you will find plenty ol 
willing - if sometimes incomprehensible - help 
from both the sysop and your fellow pointers. 
When you see even the experts tearing their hair 
out it does make you feel a little less stupid!

What about moving screens around once you 
have them defined and loaded? Amos has a 
number ol very useful (I love understatement, 
don't you?) commands for manipulating 
screens, and these are easy to spot as they usu- 
ally have the word "screen" in them. 

Screen Hide will take a screen you've loaded 
and send it away somewhere until it is needed. 
To show it again you just need to use the Screen 
Show command. Logical really, and as always in 
Amos Show and Hide are the exact opposite 
when applied to what you might call visual 
commands. 

The best place to hide an Amos screen of 
course is in a SPACKed memory bank and a 
Packed Picture, as it takes up less memory. 

Screen Copy is used as a part of the process 
of scrolling all or part of screens, in combination 
with Del Scroll, Scroll and Screen Swap, as we 
see in this example:

Invisible screen 

Screen swap uses an "invisible" screen called the "logical screen" on which It renders things like 
ttrolls, like in our example. When the object or screen has been modified, the results are copied 
to the real screen, logical screens are very useful for smoothing otherwise slow or clunky render- 
ing routines.

Smooth talkin' guy 



WAs Compugraphic typefaces are lo 
Amiga bitmapped fonts, so structured 
drawings are to bitmapped graphics. 
The key word here is "scalable". 

It's a bit of a misleading term. Scalable means 
exactly wtiat it says - able to be scaled, scaled as in 
resized, (hat is. Anyone who has played with text in 
Deluxe Paint will know that they can quickly scale 
any text they put on the screen by cutting it out as 
a brush and hitting either the h or H keys. And that 
text is a bitmapped font. 

So how come we say Compugraphic typefaces 
are sellable and bitmapped fonts aren't? The 
answer is probably laziness. What we actually mean 
is that Compugraphic typefaces can be scaled to 
any size and still keep their original shape. 

Most importantly, a smooth curve In a 
Compugraphic character will always remain a 
smooth curve, no matter how large it is sized. 

Conversely, increase the size of a bitmapped 
character and it will result in the small steps that 
form the curve being magnified into larger steps, 
giving it a staircase appearance. It is a shortcoming 
often called "the jaggies". 



Bitmapped 



And it's the same with bitmapped graphics. IFF 
ILBM pictures - the kind produced with such pro- 
grams as Deluxe Paint, Digi-Paint and Photon Paint 
for example - are bitmapped graphics; indeed the 
BM part of ILBM stands 'or bitmap. 

You shouldn't let the term bitmap confuse you, 
it merely means that the object the word has been

ujed with - for example, here 
we've been talking about 
bitmapped graphics and 
bitmapped fonts - is charted 
out in memory so that one 
memory location represents 
one pixel on the screen. 

The advantage of this tech- 
nique is that graphics and char- 
acters can be placed on the 
screen very quickly indeed. Ah, 
but enlarge the size of a 
bitmapped graphic and the 
outlines of the elements that 
make up the picture become 
more jagged because each 
square pixel is simply doubled 
in size. 

Reduce the size a bitmapped 
graphic and data has to be removed from the pic- 
ture because there is no longer room for it in the 
smaller bitmap. 

Struclured drawings work differently. The lines 
and shapes you draw using the drawing tools in 
your desktop publishing program will all be struc- 
tured drawings. 

Instead ol the computer remembering how lo 
draw the shape by mapping each point to a mem- 
ory location, it does it by remembering "control 
points" long the line or around the outline ol the 
shape, and mathematical equations that describe 
how to draw a line or curve to another control 
poinL 




No jaggies 



Like Compugraphic outline fonts, if you enlarge 
or reduce the size of a struclured drawing it will 
retain its original shape. No aggies lo put it in a 
nutshell. 

The price you pay is speed and memory, ll takes 
far longer to render a structured drawing because 
the software has to first calculate all those equa- 
tions, and then convert the result into a bitmap that 
can be dapiayed on the screen. 

A structured drawing of anything other than a 
simple shape takes more memory because all the 
mathematical equations (or vectors) have to be 
stored in memory as well as Ihe bitmapped version 
for screen display purposes. 

By lar the easiest way to incorporate structured 
drawing in your desktop-published documents is to 
buy some structured clip art. Most of the commer- 
cial structured clip art available lor the Amiga comes 
in Pro Draw's clip formal, and can be imported into 
both ProPage and PageStream. 

But the most popular structured drawing formal 
for desktop publishing is that created by Adobe 
llkistralor, a program not available on the Amiga,

more's the pity. However PageStream 2.2 owners 
are able to import and even edit Adobe Illustrator 
drawings, which opens up to them Ihe big wide 
world of public domain structured drawings. 

Illustrator art 

The first Amiga collection of public domain 
Adobe Illustrator art has recently be released by 
George Thompson Services. Supplied on three disks 
lor £9.99, there are 106 clips to investigate, some 
of which themselves are small collections of 
drawings. 

The vasl majority of il is mono art (black and 
white and shades ol grey), in fact I could find only 
three clips thai contained colours - two flags and 
something fishy. But then most of us are using 
mono printers anyway, so we won't find this lo be 
a problem. 

Subject matter vanes widely. The files have not 
been grouped into directories of related drawings, 
rather everything is saved in the one directory (on 
each disk) with a sensible filename thai describes 
the graphic 

So it's well done lo George Thompson Services 
for taking the time to put this collection logether. 
At less than 1 0p per clip, let's hope it seRs well and 
more public domain structured drawing collections 
appear very soon.

In the pipeline 



This month I will be looking at what is 
happening at Almathera Systems Ltd, 
one of the few companies presently 
manufacturing software for the CDTV/CD-ROM 
setups. 

The first release from Almathera was Fractal 
Universe, a journey into the wonderful world of 
fractals, allowing the user to create their own as 
well as learn about the history and theory of the 
subject, and of course a massive on disk gallery 
of fractal images. 

A full review of Fractal Universe appears in the 
August issue of Amiga Computing. A PC CD-ROM 
version is also now in development. A hard act 
to follow, but followed it was, and how. 

CDPD has Just been released as I write 
this (August), and was featured in a recent 
Almanac. The CD holds over 600Mb of 
Fred Fish disks, worth well over £1,000, 
as well as both WorkBench 1.3 
and 2.04. 

The good news is that 
Commodore UK have signed 
a bundling deal with 
Almathera, so expect to see 
CDPD bundled with the A570 
when it finally reaches the

masses. In development at the moment is the fol- 
low up to CDPD, CDPD-2. As well as containing 
Fred Fish disks up to around 750 in archive form, 
the CD will also feature the entire 1AM collection, 
and of course WorkBench 1.3 and 2.04 as before 
(which are copyright Commodore of course). 
CDPD-2 should be available by the time you 
get to read this, and will be another must 
buy title for any CD-ROM owning 
Amiga enthusiast. Along similar lines is 
what is being called, as a working title, 
the DEMO CD. This will contain 
SOOMb • ol demos, music, graph- 
ics, Amos PD and a good deal 
more. This could be yet 
another really interesting 
program. 

Senny and Foo is an 
unusual title for an unusual 
idea, and one that I admit to lik- 




ing quite a lot. This is an illustrated poem, 
aimed al children in the age range of 7 to 12 
years, to help them appreciate metre and form. 

There is also an adventure game which takes 
place over four universes. Packed full of anima- 
tion, with puules and games galore, it sounds 
as il this could be a good item to put on the 
Christmas present list. Due out in November. 

The London Guide is also under develop- 
ment at the moment - a fully interactive guide 
to the capital. Designed fully to use multimedia 
with thousands of entries and photographs, as 
well as the sounds of London (the mind boggles 
as to what they may be). 

Almathera's MD, Paul Ralph, told me: This is 
one of our most ambitious titles, we'll bring it 
out when it is fully ready and not before." 

My guess is that this will mean sometime 
around Spring 1993. 

A long time 

Video Creator promises much, so much that 
it is laking a long time indeed to see the light of 
day. It "allows the user to create his or her own 
professional pop videos to accompany any 
music CD. With an optional Genlock and a 
camcorder you can even star in your own pop 
video". 

Almathera seem to be quite sure that the 
final product can be as exciting as it sounds, 
and I certainly hope they are correct. Don't 
expect to see this until next year though. 

A series of CDs based on the RAF Museum at 
Hendon's collection is in the pipeline. If you are 
interested in aircraft, and the RAF in particular, 
expect to be ama/ed at the quality of the mate- 
rial, both still photographs and animated 
sequences, that should be in the final titles. 

There was a risk at one stage that this project 
may have been lost to CD-I, but I am glad to 
say that it is definitely a CDTV title in progress 
now. 

Script form 

Finally a look at a project in progress, which 
is still only in script form as I write. 

Almathera's Book of Spells is designed to 
help you fly, blight your neighbours' cattle, or 
turn your boss into a toad. Paul Ralph tells me 
this is going to be the definitive history and 
practices of magic as never before told, promis- 
ing to list over a hundred demons you don't 
want to meet. 

There will be no warranty on the spells how- 
ever, as some may not work on CDTV, or any- 
where for that matter. "I've learnt some 
interesting stuff which should be part of every 
management training schedule," says Paul who 
is the writer and producer on this particular 
title. 

Due out hopefully in Spring 1993, this is def- 
initely going to be a very humorous CD and 
one that should not be taken too seriously, if 
you see what I mean.

Believe it or not, even in the midst of this recession, 
many dealers and computers firms need people with a 
knowledge ol the Amiga. The Amiga is after all the best 
selling home computer currently available in the UK, as 
such there are a great many firms looking for such 
people. 

From your point of view, having a job that you enjoy is 
also more rewarding and fulfilling - rather than a dull 
office job - and in some cases can also be financially 
advantageous. 

Looking through the pages of AC it's obvious that 
there is no shortage of dealers selling our favourite com- 
puter. As such it should be easy to find a fairly local com- 
pany that you can try for. 

More importantly, from time to time the bigger com- 
panies will advertise for staff - although this approach 
does have the disadvantage that a lot of people will prob- 
ably try for the positions. 

Tentative 

Alternatively, if you purchased your Amiga from a local 
dealer then you may know one of the staff or managers. 
Depending on how well you know these staff, make a few 
tentative enquiries as (o whether there are any positions 
currently available or coming up. 

If so, get them to put you forward on your behalf. 
Internal references are often given preferential treatment, 
particularly in smaller companies. 

Another possibility is that you can talk to some of the 
more specialised employment agencies working in the 
leisure computer industry. 

Two such companies worth trying are Answers 
Recruitment at Hazelwood Road, Northampton NN1 
UN, and Key Resources at 5 Orton Enterprise Centre, 
Bakewell Road, Orton Southgate, Peterborough PE2 6XU. 

You can either request a specific position or leave this 
choice to the company. There are many different types 
job within a local dealer - sales assistant, customer sup- 
port, purchasing etc - but you should be honest with

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yourself as to the type of job your own knowledge 
warrants. 

You can't for example expect to work In the customer 
support department helping users like yourself if you only 
have a basic knowledge of the Amiga! 

Enclosed with the letter should be your CV. Both of 
these documents should be short but tactual - pages and 
pages of text that take ages to read can be more harmful 
to your future career than a lack ol expenence. 

Remember the reader will be a busy person, using five 
pages to say what could have been said in a couple of 
sentences will annoy them and only antagonise them. 

Your CV should go into detail about your computing 
experience, but don't skimp on other areas such as your 
qualifications. 

Note how I said computing experience rather than 
Amiga experience. Although your expertise maybe only 
be with the Amiga, the Amiga will not last forever, and 
such companies will be looking for versatility and a gen- 
eral knowledge of computers. It's highly unlikely that the 
company only stocks Amigas and you'll almost certainly 
end up working with other types of computer. 



Generalising 



So instead of saying you have extensive knowledge of 
ProWrite or PageStream (Amiga specific applications) put 
down 'word processing and DTP skills." 

These packages are wordprocessors and desktop pub- 
lishing packages so you're not lying. Obviously if you have 
experience of other computer systems, even better. 

Having written your these two documents you should 
send them to the company in question. Call first to find 
out who the letter should be addressed to, every firm will 
have someone who is responsible their personal. 

Hopefully you'll be asked to go for an interview.

Interview procedures vary greatly depending on the com- 
pany in quesuon. Again while you should obviously try to 
emphasise your knowledge you should not lie or exaggerate 
to the extent that you cannot back your claims up. Answer 
all questions honestly and where possible appear confident 
and authoritative. 

Once the interview is over and you've left the companies 
premises there is not a lot more you can do until you next 
hear from them. You'll either be offered a contract or turned 
down. 

If you make it, congratulations - you've made it to the first 
rung of the ladder in a career of computing. If you aren't 
offered a position, don't get disheartened. There are many 
other vacancies around and every time you miss out your 
chances improve for the next time around - keep trying!

L»( /ear. while wandering around ihe Ami-Expo in Berlin, a 
imped box caught my eye. Cunous, I looked closer and came 
face to face with DigiTiger I . a German contender (or king ol 
the digitizer jungle. 

Now I've had an extensive play with the new DigiTiger 2 I 
thought you may be interested in hearing if it's worth roanng 
about. 

As digitisers go, DigiTiger isn't the most compact you'll find, 
resembling somewhat a bag of sugar with knobs on. Il connects 
to the Amiga's parallel port via a generous length ol cable and 
composite video is fed through a phono connector at the rear 
of the unit and. as it is externally powered, A500 or 600 own- 
ers who are pushing their power supplies to the limn need not 
worry about burning out their precious kit 

Tuie claim that DigiTiger is a speed merchant, "the fastest 
slow-scan dlgitiser that money can buy", and I found no reason 
to argue, having compared n with a standard Digl-Vlew and 
found DigiTiger to be at least twice as fast all round. 

As well as this, it produces results which arc. in many cases, 
superior to NewTeks daddy of all digitisers. I reckon that n 
would beat DCTV's dlgitiser to the line as well. 

Adjustments 

Through DigiTiger 's combination of hardware and software a 
wide range ol adjustments can be made, as the signal can be 
processed via the front-panel controls lor colour, brightness 
and contrast before n is digitised, and further tweaking can be 
made from software, post-grab. 

By manipulating the hardware controls, line art and other 
effects can aho be obtained quite easily A fourth knob, marked 
Syn, is used to overcome synchronisation problems which may 
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be present with certain VTRs. Unlike many digitisers, 
DigiTiger hat a preview mode which enables the incoming 
video lo be seen in lores black and white directty on the 
Amiga's monitor, making framing and focusing a cinch 

Once the software is set up, selecting one of the eight 
preset screen saev which range from lo-res 320 x 256 to 
704 x $60 hi-res overscan, and then choosing the digitising 
method, causes a vkJeo Image to be grabbed. 

Unlike other digitisers, the number of colours is deter- 
mined after grabbing, and according to the choien resolu- 
tion, with HAM providing the largest number of colours, 
though at the expense of horizontal resolution 

Of the six methods of digitising available, the most useful 
are undoubtedly Black and White. Colour Manual and 




Colour Auto, with the self-explanatory Antique and Pseudo- 
Cotour being little more than novelties, while Test is lo-res 
mono only. Handily. DigiTiger also contains a colour splitter, 
which means that when Colour Auto ts selected, an incoming 
colour signal will automatically be split into the red. green and 
blue components required for digitising, thus obviating the need 
for the separate splitter required by some other digitisers In 
this price range. 

But If you still use a black and white camera with colour fil- 
ters. Colour Manual allows you to rotate the fiKer before mak- 
ing the next pass. No clues as to what Black and White is for. 

After grabbing an image. DlgiTiger's Colour Mixture 
requester pops up with choices for the number of colours ( I to 
6 bitplanes), relative R. G and B levels, HAM sharpness (to 
reduce HAM fringing artefacts) and various Palette functions, 
one of which is to render each image with a locked palette 

This means that they wilt play back correctly when animated 
with DPalnt, This is the last stage and once the grab is to your 
hking it can be saved for posterity on disk. 

Used m anger, I found DigiTiger to perform well, once I had 
spent some lime getting the front panel knobs set up |ust right 
for my system. 



Dependant 



By testing with a black and white camera, an S-VHS cam- 
corder and a VHS deck I can report that the results were gen- 
erally very good, though of course they will always be 
dependent on the quality of the video feed 

As DigiTiger is a slow-scan denser any grabbing from tape 
must be done with a VCR capable of a rock-solid pause, or the 
grab will have the litters. 

In a shoot out with Dlgi View, DigiTiger was the clear win- 
ner for speed, quality and ease of use. though in the picture 
processing stakes Digi-View is still the boss. 

Although the manual is entirely in German, the saving grace 
is that the software is available in an easily understood English 
version, so there really isn't much cause for concern. 

Anyone al all familiar with Amiga software will have no trou- 
ble with DigiTiger's standard pull-down menu, point and click 
interface 

DigiTiger is compatible with ail Amtgas and most turbo 
cards. 1Mb RAM or more is recommended.

The Amiga database market couldn't be described j. the mou 
buoyant in the productivity sector, and 'ot long there have 
been only a few package* competing (or a fairly small market. It 
n therefore the fiat requirement of a new database Out it offer 
something new. 

South Hams Software'! Order it a relational database with 
few frills which uses an approach more often associated with 
PC packages In that the program creates projects containing as 
many databases as the user likes. 

Similarly, reports and forms are generated within the same 
project and attached to a database so that a project can 
develop into a bit of a monster. 

It it an approach not found in the other Amiga databases 
presently do-ng the rounds, and makes Order an Ideal choice 
for manipulating massive amounts of disparate data. 

The Order user will find Invaluable the facility to create 
many different forms to vary the way data Is entered, and 
reports to provide a range of display and printing options. 

The program is designed as a collection of modules to con- 
trol the creation and editing of the protect components, all of 
which are accessed from a mam menu screen 

This tends to slow down operation, especially when swap- 
ping from one module to another as a complete module must 
then be loaded from disk. 

Things never get too pedestrian, however, and working 
from a hard drive will reduce delays considerably. 

X-head 

One other niggle Is that the 300-page manual will be 
required reading for anyone not already familiar with this par- 
ttcular type of database package. 

The seasoned user will pick up most of the main points after 
about 30 minutes, but beginners might struggle for a while. 

In particular, the manual tends to take a lot for granted, and 
assumes that the user is already comfortable with the terminol- 
ogy. The result » often a great deal of head-scratching. 

Once its layout and general principles have been mastered. 
Order is a logical and relatively straightforward package, and 
with a bit of use it soon develops Into a flexible tod. The mod- 
ular approach sees to this. 

As projects and databases are treated separately, the user 
can decide to create a range of projects with one or two 
databases within each, or can stick with one large project 
stuffed with data 

For example, separate projects might be labelled Videos, 
Tapes, and Records, or alternatively one large Collections pre- 
lect might be designed to contain three databases with these 
names

When the structure of the project has been decided upon, 
any number of reports within each database can be applied to 
the data to enable a variety of printout options. 

The Cassettes database would have a form used for printing 
cassette bo< labels, one for listing every cassette by title, and 
perhaps a full-blown song-by-song list cross-indexed to the cas- 
sette number on which the songs can be found. 

There's plenty of choice, and creating reports is made easy 
by the reports editor. By choosing to edit or create a report's 



format, the user just picks up a data field using the mouse and 
drags it to a new location in much the same way as Prodata 
users create layouts. 

This means that if a specific printing format is required, it is 
a simple task to knock one together Not as easy or as fnendly 
as the layout creation process in Prodata, perhaps, but per- 
fectly adequate and accessible to anyone who has used a 
PJIJJ^JfJIIJ^I database before. Order's key field and 
query facilities will be the most trouble- 
some to new users, but can both be very 
powerful tools. Queries - searches to you 
and me - can be made from any level of a 
database, even the lowest form level at 
which much of the data may not be on- 
screen, and key fields allow the linking of 
data across different forms, removing the 
need to type In the same data every time a 
new form Is created. 

Searches are fast and efficient, even 
when asked to find a single piece of data 
from hundreds of records, and the exten- 
sive support for wildcards makes rooting 
through a mass of data for non-specific 
information a brceie. 

Beginners or those with simple data 
storage needs will probably steer clear o* 
Order, but those with demanding needs, or who have found 
some of the existing packages a kale too linear will find Order 
the perfect tooL

Lascelles Productions of New Zealand, responsible 
for the excellent Back to Basics program of a couple 
of years ago. have turned their attention to basic 
mathematics for their latest educational release. 

Fractions!, aimed at the 7 to M-year age group and 
covering National Curriculum levels I to 4, is a no- 
nonsense learning tool which concentrates entirely 
on adding, subtracting, multiplying, and dividing frac- 
tions, and skips the games and animations found in 
most modern educational packages. 

The program has a simple look and feel, based on 
a blackboard on which the sums appear, and makes a 



single concession to sound in the form of the Amiga 
speech device, which will read aloud all program 
instructions. 

It is not the most inspiring of products, nor one 
which would hold an unsupervised child's attention 
for long, but for basic maths instruction it would suit 
the parent who wanted to get on with teaching his or 
her child and leave the games till later. 

A record is kept of scores gained in each of the 
four types of sum, and this can be printed as a per- 
manent record of the child's achievement. There is 
also a help function, but the average eight-year-old. 
faced with a help screen which uses words like "divi- 
dend" and "divisor" will find precious little to clear 
up any confusion. 

Fractions! is a decent stab at good old back to 
basics maths, and works fine with supervision. It is, 
however, a little lacking when compared to more 
visually and aurally appealing packages such as the 
Fun School and Henrietta programs, both of which 
manage the same amount of instruction with 
infinitely more pzaiz!.

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REXXPLUS compiler 



The expanding arena of ARexx support has recently ihown 
some very good software and one of the more Interesting new 
arrival* is the REXXPLUS compiler from the Dmeen Edwards 
Group This product will compile ARexx scripts into executa- 
ble* chat can be run directly by AmigaDOS 

Now, do not imagine that this compiler produces 
extremely fast code as. for instance, C does. What it does 
produce is very well optimised ARexx code, which will satisfy 
the requirements of users who have come to like the conve- 
nience of ARexx. but need more execution speed. 

In the applications I tested I uw speed increases of two to 
five limes, and in special cases, much more than this would be 
possible 

No doubt, one of REXXPLUS's main usei will be the 
speeding up of scripts that control other programs ARexx 
power us en who need to link high-end applications, especially 
where calculation is involved, will find that the compiler makes 
the previously slow Intcrprogram connections much faster. 

Further, the compiled programs are "pure", so they can be 
made resident in memory, and do not have to be loaded up 
every time they are called 

Trivial 

On the downside, compiled programs carry a large over- 
head, and even small scripts compile to about 30k You should 
also note that the compiler works better on more involved 
scripts, and trivial scripts will generally have insignificant 
speed-ups. 

Compiler support is also provided for calls to Intuition and 
other shared libraries. Writing an application wlih a full 
Intuition interface Is certainty feasible with REXXPLUS. The 
compiled code is "bimk" compatible so you can easily use >t 
with most other languages. 

You can call C routines from REXXPLUS. or you could 
write part of your program - the parsing and interprocess 
communication bits - in REXXPLUS, and the rest In C (or any 
other complied language) 

The program is compatible with both Workbench 1.3 and 
2-X . At least I Mb of RAM is recommended and as always, a 
hard disk is desirable. ARexx of course, must already be pre- 
sent on the system. 

An installation script is provided, which, as well as copying 
all the necessary files, also adds a few lines to your startup-

sequence. By the way, this is a good example of ARexx at 
work - much easier than AmigaDOS! A new logveal directory. 
RPD1R-. is created and replaces rexx:. 

The reason for the alterations is thai the REXXPLUS envi- 
ronment "Intercepts" the normal operation of ARexx and cre- 
ates a new task to handle ARexx calls. This task now carries 
the REXX and ARexx pom, communicating with the resident 
process via two new ports 

If this sounds somewhat precarious, rest assured thai it is 
not One of the really striking things about the program is the 
elegance and robustness of the 
interface 

All the programs tested ran and 
communicated together with no 
snags whatsoever These Included 
executable*, normal rx'ed macros, 
rx'ed exccutables, and macros called 
from other programs. 

Compiling is easy - the Intuioon 
interface will even allow a beginner 
to compile a script with just a couple 
of mouse-clicks, although there are 
numerous options for the more 
experienced user. 

The compilation times themselves 

- while not exactly greased lightning 

- were fast enough not to cause any 
frustration All sorts of listings can bo 
generated to aid the debugging pro- 
cess. The REXXPLUS compiler pro- 



vides some additional useful commands to the standard ARexx 
language definition These include octal conversion and line 
processing routines. Further, all calls to rexxsupport library 
and to the transcendental math functions can be considered as 
built-in functions. 

The documentation is excellent. One thing ihat you cannot 
use m compiled code however, ts the Interpret Instruction A 
few of the tracing options are also missing 

Overall this is a very good product especially when you 
consider the work required to get this kind of thing right The 
authors have got it right though, and I believe it will see many 
improvements in the future. 

However, I think thai the program would be better served 
by a change in the licensing agreement, which currently 
requires special permission from DEG to distribute programs 
created with it 

I would certainly not recommend it to a beginner looking 
lor their first compiler - it is a bit too specialised for that - 
but serious ARexx users, and programmers who rely on 
ARexx environments, will be more than pleased with It It 
could well be a future Amiga classic. 




Speedy handling 

REXXPLUS's method of handling support libraries gives it much of its speed. 
Special compiler libraries are provided for each support library and are used 
at compile time to eliminate the time-consuming interpreter cycle of search- 
ing the library list, opening and closing the library and so on. 

All the function calls are resolved at compile time, allowing direct access 
when they are run. A similar concept is used for accessing ports. A program 
that required extensive mathematical calculation speeded up by a most wel- 
come six times. 

Special compiler libraries are alto provided for the major freely dis- 
tributable support libraries that allow Amiga-specific system calls. 

One or two of these have graphics compatibility clashes with Workbench 
2.0, but the excellent APIG. library and rxgen. library, which are also sup- 
ported, are more than enough to allow anything in the system to be 
accessed.
